US judge Edmund Palmieri 
found that the Anti-terrorism 
Act passed by Congress does not 
supersede US obligations to its 
1947 headquarters agreement 
' with the UN. 

"The language of the 
headquarters agreement, the 
. longstanding practice under it, 
and the interpretation given it by 

■ the parties to iL leave no doubt 
that it places an obligation upon 

. the United States to refrain from 
impairing the function of the 
PLO obsenrer mission," Pal- 
mieri wrote in a 3 7-page opinion. 

He noted that the language 
■ and legislative history of the 
Anti-terrorism Act, which bran- 
ded the PLO a terrorist group, do 
. . not indicate Congress meant to 
- . abandon the country's obliga- 

■ tions under the headquarters 
/ agreement. 

"We are therefore constrained 
. to interpret the Anti-terrorism 
. Act as failing to supersede the 
- headquarters agreement and 
. inapplicable to the mission," Pal- 
mieri wrote.

This 
difficulty should be solved in a 
sensible way by creating a single, 
powerful military organisation, 
under whatever name, to prevent 
the duplication. 

“We should solve this problem 
onoe and for all,” he said. 


PPP will 
agitate if 
Zia delays 
elections 

KARACHI, June 29, (Reuter): 
Opposition leader ' Benazir 
Bhutto said today her Pakistan 
People's Party would stir up 
agitation if President Moham- 
mad Zia-ul-Haq postponed 
promised general elections. 

“The PPP will launch a coun- 
trywide agitation along with 
other democratic forces against - 
the present government if the 
elections are not held according 
to the promise,” she told party 
workers in her hometown of 
Larkana, 200 miles (320 km), 
north of Karachi. 

The country was passing 
through a deep political crisis 
that could be solved only by an 
elected government, she said. 

Zia promised general elections 
within 90 days on May 29 when 
he fired Prime Minister Moham- 
mad Khan Junejo and dissolved 
the National Assembly, the 
lower house of Parliament, and 
the four Provincial Assemblies. 

Endorsed 

Press reports quoting official 
sources in Islamabad said today 
that the government might not be 
able to hold the elections on time 
because of a combination of 
monsoon rains, hot weather, 
wheat harvesting and a nation- 
ally celebrated Muslim festival. 

Ministers in a caretaker 
cabinet said elections would be 
held op schedule. 

Other opposition politicians 
have endorsed the idea of agita- 
tion if the elections were not held 
according to Zia's promise. 

One of them, N.D. Khan, 
appealed to the nation today to 
organise a “black, day” on July 5 
to condemn Zia's seizure of 
power in a 1977 coup that over- 
threw executed Prime Minister

A child’s 
chance pf 
survival 

UNITED NATIONS, June 29, 
(AP): By early 21st century 
nearly half of all thechildren who 
die worldwide will be African. 
UN figures show. 

A new report from the UN 
population division says that a 
child's chance of surviving to 
adulthood often depends on 
where he or she is born. 

About 15million children died 
each year during the period from 
1 980 and 1 985, and 98 per cent of 
those deaths were in under- 
developed countries, the study 
says. It says the majority were in 
South Asia, but by 2025, the 
majority of the deaths will be in 
Africa. 

A child bom in a developing 
country is, on the average, seven 
times more likely to die before his 
or her fifth birthday than a child 
in an industrialised nation, the 
report says. 

- In the countries with the worst 
infant and child mortality rates, 
such as Afghanistan, . Mali or 
Sierra LeoDe, a child is 40 times 
more likely to die than a child in a- 
northern European country. 1 

However, the UN data, publi- 
shed this month, do contain 
reasons for hope. It noted: The 
mortality rate under age five 
declined by more than half worl : 
dwide ra the last 30 years, from 
240 per thousand in the 1950 to 
1955 period to 118per thousand 
in 1980 to 1985. 

• East Asia has experienced 
the most rapid child mortality 
decline of any region, about 80 
per cent since 1950. 


US will help Israel to 
develop new missile 


WASHINGTON, Jane 29, 
(Agencies): The White House, 
after talks with Israeli Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
approved a $160 million joint 
effort today to help Israel 
develop a system to shoot down 
tactical ballistic missiles. 

Responding to what Rabin 
called “a new strategic threat” in 
the Middle East, the White 
House said US and Israeli 
officials will formally enter into 
an agreement to develop an anti- 
tactical ballistic missile (ATBM) 
system. 

Estimated to cost SI 60 million 
over five years, Rabin said the 
goal is to test “within the next 
two to three years” whether they 
can detect, track and intercept 
ground-to-ground missiles in 
flight. 

The system, which would use a 
high-velocity missile dubbed 
Arrow, is envisioned as a defence 
against Soviet- and Chinese- 
built missiles now in the arsenals 
of such Arab nations as Iraq, 
Syria and Saudi Arabia. 

Proliferation 

Rabin said on Monday the 
proliferation of such missiles 
throughout the Middle East 
constituted a dangerous new 
arms race that increases the 
military threat to Israel because 
of the speed, power and accuracy 
of the weapons. 

A White House statement, 
issued after a brief Oval Office 
meeting between Rabin and 
Reagan, said: “Such capabilities 
could change the military situa- 
tion, making any future war 
more costly, difficult to control 


and dangerous.” 

Administration officials said 
the 80 percent cost to be assumed 
by the United States, amounting 
to $128 million over five years, 
would come from the budget for 
the Strategic Defence Initiative. 
Work on defences against tac- 
tical missiles is being viewed for 
possible payoff to “Star Wars” 
research against strategic mis- 
siles. 

Rabin wound up two days of 
extensive talks with the adminis- 
tration and Congress satisfied 
with commitments for future US 
aid and defensive about Israel's 
stem response to Palestinian 
violence in the occupied 
territories. 

Threat 

In occupied Jerusalem. Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
today that Israel, alert to a 
growing build-up of dangerous, 
sophisticated missiles in Arab 
countries, was developing a 
response to the threat 


Troublemakers face 
harsh penalties, 
warn Saudis 


JEDDAH, June 29, (AP): Saudi 
Arabia, in a stern warning aimed 
at Iran's militant Shiite Muslim 
supporters, has said Muslims 
face Quranic punishments, 
which include beheading, and 
crucifixion, if they cause trouble 
during this year's pilgrimage to 
Makkah. 

Convicted criminals are publi- 
cly beheaded in the theocratic 
kingdom, where the law is based 
on the Islamic sharia code. Bui 
there has been no crucifixion for 
many years. 

The Saudi warning was con- 
tained in a statement issued late 
Iasi night by the cabinet and 
reported by the official Saudi 
Press Agency. 

Warning 

It was the Saudis' harshest 
warning yet that it will not 
tolerate trouble during the haj or 
pilgrimage, to Islam’s holiest 
shrines and was clearly aimed at 
Iran and the Shiite followers of 
Ayatollah Khomeini from other 
Muslim countries. 

More than 400 pilgrims, most 
of them lraoians. were killed in 
riots in Makkah during last 
year's haj. 

Saudi Arabia broke off 
diplomatic relations with Tehran 
in April, citing terrorism and 
subversion. 

The statement quoted a verse 
in the Holy Quran, that says: 
“Punishment for those who fight 
God and his prophet and seek to 
spread corruption on earth is 
death or crucifixion, or the cut- 
ting of their hands and feet or 
that they be banished from the 
face of the earth.” 

The statement noted: 
“Anyone who tries to undermine 
security at the haj, no matiec&ho 
he is and to what source he 
belongs, and at any time or place 
in which he is found within the 
borders of the kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia, will be subject to the 
punishment by the rules of the 
blessed verse.” 

The statement stressed that 
Saudi Arabia, as guardian of the 
holy sites, was duty-bound to 
preserve the sanctity and security 
of Makkah and Madina. 

Pilgrims have already started 


converging on the holy cities for 
the haj. which begins in late J uty. 

The statement said that 
anyone involved in a crime, com- 
mitted or premeditated, any 
violation of security, such as pos- 
sessing guns or explosives, and 
“any act of disturbance, terror- 
ism or sabotage such as demon- 
strations, slogan-shouting and 
carrying of posters and banners, 
use of loud speakers and block- 
ing of roads and delaying of pil- 
grims from performing the ri les” 
will be punished. 

In recent years, the number or 
pilgrims has been around two 
million. 

This year, the Saudis are limit- 
ing the number to one for every 
1.000 Muslims in foreign coun- 
tries, citing extensive renova- 
tions at Makkah and M adina. 

Threats 

The Saudis have asked (he 
Iranians to limit their contingent 
to 45.000 pilgrims instead of the 
usual 1 50.000. Saudis said yester- 
day Iranian pilgrims were wel- 
come to perform haj. 

But Iranian leaders have said 
they will boycott this year's haj 
and have called on Muslims from 
other countries to stage protests 
during the pilgrimage. 

The Saudi ‘statement said its 
warning of Quranic punishment 
was triggered by reports from 
Tehran “of threats from 
Khomeini and his aides to plant 
some hired agents of different 
nationalities to conduct acts of 
sabotage, including hooliganism 
and atheistic chantings and other 
foolish practices ... carried out by 
the Revolutionary Guards last 
year.” 

It also noted that during the 
1986 haj, Reyolu tionary Guards 
posing as pilgrims tried to smug-r 
gle explosives hidden in suitcases 
into Saudi Arabia to carry out 
sabotage. 

Crown Prince Abdullah, who 
heads Saudi Arabia’s 
paramilitary National Guard 
which handles security during 
the haj has said that the auth- 
orities “will not pennit any voice 
to rise higher than that of the 
prayers of a worshipper, the 
hymns of the devout and adora- 
tion of the creator” this year. 


Shultz may again 
visit Middle East 


TEL AVTV. June 29, (Agencies): 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz may return to the Middle 
East next month for his fourth 
peace mission this year despite 
the apparent lack, of progress, a 
senior US official said today. 

Undersecretary of State 
Richard Armacost said as he left 
Israel after a three-day visit: “We 
discussed the possibility of a visit 
in July of Secretary of State 
Shultz.” 

An Israeli official said Shultz 
was likely to tour Israel, Jordan, 
Egypt and Syria again in mid- 
July or early August but 
cautioned against expecting 
progress towards peace talks 
before Israeli and US elections in 
November. 

He said Shultz regarded the 
trip as “the maintenance of the 
peace process” but realised there 
was no hope of convening an 
international conference to 
launch Arab-lsraeli talks on the 
future of the occupied West Bank 
. and Gaza Strip this year. 

Meanwhile Israeli soldiers 
shot and wounded two Arab men 
today during a tax collection raid 
in the occupied West Bank, and 
authorities clashed with Pales- 
tinian protesters in at least six 
other places, including East 
Jerusalem, police and Palestin- 
ian sources said. 

The underground committee 
directing the six-month-old upr- 
ising has repeatedly called tor 


merchants to withhold taxes 
from Israeli authorities. As part 
of the economic measures 
imposed to crush the uprising, 
Israel has stepped up efforts to 
collect taxes. Authorities have 
closed the shops of some mer- 
chants who are behind in lax 
payments. 

Israeli authorities fired tear 
gas to break up Palestinian 
demonstrations in at least six 
other locations, including one 
□ear the US consulate in Arab 
East Jerusalem, police and Pales- 
tinian sources said. 

Police spokesman Alex 
Lapidot said about 100 school- 
girls staged the demonstration to 
protest thedosureoftheirschool 
by Israeli Authorities. 

In a detailed statement on 
private talks between American 
officials and the Israeli Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, who is 
visiting the US, the White House 
said Rabin had been told Israel 
should show more flexibility in 
the push for a Middle East peace 
settlement and less inclination 
toward violence in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip.

‘Child terrorist’ 
arrested in 
South Africa 

DURBAN, June 29, (Reuter): A 
I4-year-old boy trained to use 
machmeguns and other weapons 
was arrested in South Africa last 
week, Law and Order Minister 
Adriaan Vlok said today. 

Vlok claimed the boy, whom 
he described as a child terrorist 
but did not name, had been 
recruited by the African 
National Congress (ANC) 
guerrilla group and trained in 
Angola. 

“In the camp known as Pango, 
he received training in the 
handling of a variety of arms 
such as machineguns, side arms, 
hand grenades and limpet 
mines,” Vlok said at a police 
graduation ceremony in this 
Indian Ocean pen city. 

Vlok said the boy's case 
illustrated statements by ANC 
leader Oliver Tambo that youths 
must bee seen as the shock troops 
of the organisation which has 
fought guerrilla campaign since 
1960 to end white rule in South 
Africa. 


New government 
formed in France 


PARIS, June 29, (Reuter): 
Socialist French Prime Minister 
Michel Rocard took on the 
leadership of a new minority 
government last night and 
named a cabinet which, while 
reducing socialist influence, 
attracted only a handful of 
centrists. 

Rocard had promised a major 
opening up to the political centre 
in his second cabinet, after 
inconclusive general elections on 
June 1 2 left the Socialists 1 3 seats 
short of a majority in the 577-seat 
National Assembly. 

Rocard, who was asked by 
President Francois Mitterrand 
to form a new government a 
week ago, must rely on either 
centrist or communist votes to 
push through legislation. 

But the new 49-member 
government included only three 
centrists and left the major 
portfolios in Socialist hands. 

In purely quantitative -terms, 
the left's hold on the cabinet was 
weakened. Card-carrying Social- 




ists, not including Rocard, and 
non-Socialists each won 24 
posts. 

But the broadening of the 
olitical scene, the stated aim of 
ith Mitterrand and Rocard, 
appeared to benefit non-political 
public personalities and tech- 
nocrats rather than the centre. 

Exceptions included centrist 
leader Jean-Pierre Soisson, who 
served in the government of 
former centre-nght President 
Valery Giscard D'Estaing and is 
close to former Prime Minister 
Raymond Barre. 

Soisson, who resigned from 
Giscard's party immediately 
after his nomination, was given 
the portfolio of labour, 
employment and training.

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WASHINGTON, June 29, (AP):

Some 22.8 per cent of native- 
born Americans age 18 and 
over reported four or more 
days in the previous year 
when they were sick in bed or 
at least a half-day. 

By comparison, only 18.8 per 
cent of the foreign-born 
population said they had been 
sick four or more days in a 
year, according to the study, 
“Health of the Foreign-Born 
Population: United States, 
1985-86." 

Several possible reasons could 
account for the difference, 
said Dr Gerry Hendershot of 
the National Centre for 
Health Statistics, who 
prepared the report. 

“One factor that certainly is 
involved is the selectivity of 
immigration to this country,” 
Hendershot said. 

Good health 

“People with higher educations 
and professional skills have a 
better opportunity to migrate 
to this country, so people 
coming here tend to be from 
groups that have good 
health,” he said. 

And, he said, “immigrants tend 
to be younger, on average, 
than the general population, 
and younger people in general 
tend to be heal thier than older 
people/l 

Hendershot noted that the 
Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service does some health 
screening for applicants for 
US residency. 

Finally, he pointed out the study 
was based on interviews with 
58,682 households. 


Camp war designed to 
curb uprising: Arafat 


NICOSIA, June 29, (AP): PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat charges 
that attacks on Beirut’s Palestin- 
ian refugee camps by Syrian- 
backed guerrillas are aimed at 
stifling the 6-month-old Pales- 
tinian uprising in Israeli- 
occupied territory, the PLO news 
agency Wafa said today. 

The agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, also said Arafat 
declared the campaign by Col. 
Saaed Mousa’s Fatan-Uprising 
faction was designed to wipe out 
the PLO presence in Lebanon. 

Wafa said Arafat made the 
remarks during talks with Cze- 
choslovak leaders in Prague 
Tuesday. 

Arafat appeared to be aiming 
his accusations at Syria, alth- 
ough the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation chairman did not 
naiw Syria directly. 

Two months of bloody clashes , 
between Mousa's fighters and 
Arafat loyalists for the control of 
the Shalilla refugee camp ended 
Monday after Fatah- Uprising 
captured the shantytown. 

“We have repeatedly refused 
to be dragged into side battles 


with any Arab side and called for 
regrouping the forces to conf root 
the common enemy (Israel), 
since the aggression against the 
refugee camps is aimed at hitting 
the popular uprising in the 
occupied territories," Arafat was 
quoted as saying. 

Liquidating 

“It also aims at hitting and 
liquidating the Palestinian 
presence in south Lebanese 
camps and towns,” he was 
quoted as saying. 

“Our people will continue the 
Struggle .whatever the cons- 
piracies, arid whatever the 
sacrifices,” Arafat declared. 

His statement echoed accusa- 
tions by his deputy, Sala Khalaf, 
and by the PLO's executive 
committee that Syria engineered 
the camps fighting to eliminate 
Arafat as a force in Lebanon. 

Khalaf, also known by his 
nom de guerre of Abu lyad, 
accused Syria of seeking to oust 
pro-Arafat Palestinian guerrillas 
from West Beirut under a plan 
devised with US Secretary of 
State George Shultz. 

He made the allegation in an 


interview wiih the London- 
based newsletter, the Midcusl 
Mirror. 

“The plan on which Shultz and 
the Syrians agreed provides for 
ridding West Beirut of w eapons 
and fighters. The fall of Shalilla 
signals the beginning of a scheme 
which he had hoped Syria w ouid 
not get involved in." Khalaf was 
quoted assaying. 

“But apparently it got 
involved, and the dissidents uere 
given the means to take over the 
camp," he added. 

Khalaf said after the fall of 
Shalilla. Mousa's fighters were 
expected to turn their guns on the 
nearby Boun Ai Barajneh camp 
on Beirut's southern outskirts. 

The fighting between the rival 
Palestinian factions has raged 
since May 1 , despite a reconcilia- 
tion in April between Arafat and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad to 
end a 5-year-old feud over the 
control ” of the Palestinian 
movement. 

Khalaf stressed the Beirut 
fighting marked “a big setback 
for Syrian- Palestinian rela- 
tions.” 


Bombs kill 
7 in Assam 

NEW DELHI, June 29, (AP): 
Three bombs exploded in the 
northeastern state of Assam, kill- 
ing seven people and injuring 59, 
the United News of India news 
agency reported today. 

Police blamed Tuesday's 
blasts on extremists from the 
Bo do tribe who are fighting for a 
separate Indian state. 

The explosions occurred near 
Barpeta road, a town 140 kms 
north of Dispur, capital of 
Assam, a tea-growing state bor- 
dering Bangladesh and Bhutan. 

Two suspects have been 
detained in connection with the 
blasts, UNI said. 

Authorities banned public 
assembly in the area in an effort 
to prevent further trouble.

Victory for Reagan administration 

Court upholds chastity law 

WASHINGTON. June 29, 

(Reuter): In a victory for the 
Reagan administration, the US 
Supreme Court today upheld a 
law providing for federal govern- 
ment payments to religious 
groups to counsel teenagers to 
abstain from sex. 

The court’s 5-to-4 decision 
reinstated a key part of the so- 
called chastity act, a 1981 law - 
designed to encourage teenagers 
to avoid sex before marriage. 

Under the law, the govern- 
ment has given more than SI 00 
million to religious organisa- 
tions, especially Roman Catholic 
charities, and other groups for 
counselling and programmes 
tbatdiscourage sexual activity by 


teenagers.. 

The law, which bars funds for 
groups that provide abortions or 
abortion counselling or referral, 
encourages sexual self-discipline 
as a form of birth control. 

“The act does not create an 
excessive entanglement of 
church and state,” Supreme 
Court Chief Justice William 
Rehnquist said for the court 
majonty. 

“Although the act increased 
the role of religious organisa- 
tions. the challenged provisions 
were also motivated by other, 
entirely legitimate secular con- 
cerns," he said in rejecting 
arguments that the law advanced 
a religious view.

August and this June. 

The report said 133 poachers 
were arrested in that period, but 
did not say how many pandas 
were killed.

Turkey complains against Armenian resolutions 


Evren seeks more US aid 


WASHINGTON, June 29, (AP): 
Turkish President Kenan Evren 
said last night that T urkey needs 
more military aid and com- 
plained that Armenian resolu- 
tions proposed in the US Con- 
gress “distort history and 
encourage terrorism.” 

“The risks shouldered by 
Turkey are m uch beyond her fair 
share,” Evren told the National 
Press Club. American awareness 
of T urkey. he said, “falls short of 
what would reasonably be expec- 
ted regarding an ally of 40 
years.” 

“Situated in one of the most 
critical regions of the world, 
Turkey shares the longest border 
with the Soviet Union, guards 
the strategic Turkish Straits and 
maintains the largest NATO 
Army after the US,” he said. 

Even though Turkey has the 
lowest income of the NATO 
countries, its defence spending 
puts it among the top four 
nations in the 16-member. 

Mtlianrtt, EVTOQ said. 


He also appealed for the 
removal of US trade barriers to 
Turkish exports of textiles, 
apparel and steel, which he said 
would compete with other 
foreign products rather than US 
domestic goods. 

Evren said he preferred “less 
aid, more trade” as a way of 
enabling Turkey to obtain more 
income to pay for its military 
modernisation. 

Cutbacks 

Evren ’s references were as 
specific as he has been in public 
during his stale visit about Turk- 
ish complaints over cutbacks in 
US aid. He did not broach the 
subjectduringfonnalspeechesat 
the White House on Monday, 
when be met with President Ron- 
ald Reagan. 

In exchange for the use of 
Turkish bases, US officials have 
pledged to the Turkish govern- 
ment to make their “best effort” 
to persuade the US Congress to 
provide sufficient aid to help the 


Turkish military to modernise its 
forces. 

But Congress, at the urging of 
the Greek-American lobby, has 
consistently trimmed the request 
Lo keep it in line with aid to rival 
ally Greece. 

In recent years the Reagan 
administration sought about 
$800 million annuall y in military 

aid, but Congress reduced that to 
about $600 milli on. 

This year Turkey said it 
needed $1.2 billion in US 
military aid, but because of bud- 
get constraints the Reagan 
administration sought only $750 
million, and Congress cut that to 
$520 million.

Jailed Briton 
wants trial, 
not pardon 

LONDON, June 29, { AP): Brit- 
ish businessman Roger Cooper, 
who has spent 2-1/2 years in an 
I ranian prison on spying char- 
ges, wants a trial, not a pardon, 
his brother said. 

Paul Cooper said his brother 
would “rather have a trial and 
face his prosecutors in a fair 
court oflaw.” 

“He does not want to be par- 
doned and sent out of Iran for 
political convenience as 
somebody who was a spy," he 
told British Broadcasting Corp. 
after visiting Roger in Tehran's 
Evin prison. 

However, Cooper said his 
brother feared “he could be here 
for another six years.” No trial 
date has been set. 

Roger is in solitary confin- 
ement by choice because he 
prefers to have his own cell. 
Cooper said. He is allowed out of 
his cell to study or act as an 
interpreter. 

The businessman is “in pretty 
good shape,” said his brother.

GENEVA, June 29, (Reuter): 
UN trouble-shooter Diego Cor- 
dovez has appealed to the sig- 
natories of the Afghan 
agreement not to fuel hostilities, 
saying he had received nearly 100 
complaints of pact violations. 

Speaking on the eve of his 
departure for the region to check 
on adherence to the accord, 
which he negotiated in Geneva 
over six years, he told reporters: 
“These obligations stand. These 
obligations have to be fulfilled.” 

Spirit 

He said alleged violations 
included charges that lorries 
were moving arms or ammuni- 
tion into Afghanistan from 
neighbouring Pakistan, where 
Afghan rebels and three milli on 
Afghan refugees are located. 


He said Pakistan complained 
of attacks from A fg ha ni sta n . 

“Any action which has the 
effect offiielling hostilities would 
be con traiy to the spirit and letter 
of the agreement,” he warned. 

He added that the four sig- 
natories, Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, had stated their commit- 
ment to tiie objectives of the 
agreement 

Tbe agreement, providing for 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops 
and non-interference in Afghan- 
istan or Pakistan, was designed 
to create conditions which could 
lead to peace. The rebels have 
vowed to continue to fight the 
Soviet-backed government 

Diego Cordovez, an 
Ecuadorean diplomat will visit 
Iran, another Afghan neighbour, 
today and then Pakistan and 
Afghanistan during his two- 
week tour. 


The UN agreement prohibited 
Pakistan from allowing groups 
to use its territory to create disor- 
der or unrest in Afghanistan and 
specifically said such groups 
should not be allowed to trans- 
port arms or ammunition. 

Diego Cordovez said 
Islamabad asserted that lorries 
going into Afghanistan were not 
carrying arms but merely con- 
ducting trade which had contin- 
ued throughout the Afghan civil 
war. 

“The Pakistanis quite rightly 
say: "These trucks are carrying 
goods.” Well, I said: “Let us 
open one from time to time.” 

Cordovez, due to become 
Ecuadorean Foreign Minister on 
August 10, said that despite com- 
plaints from Moscow about 
compliance with the treaty tbe 
withdrawal of Soviet troops was 
going quite well and to the satis- 
faction of all sides.

Ershad in his message, 
released by the Bangladesh 
embassy in Kuwait, said: “The 
threat of nuclear catastrophe has 
become the pre-eminent issue of 
our time. 1 1 has overshadowed all 
: * , other critical challenges faring 
* i/ the world community especially 
in its efforts to promote theca use 
of economic and social develop- 
ment of the Third World, 
progress in protection of human 
a rights and the construction of a 
world based on justice and 
A human dignity. 

“This auspicious occasion ... 
permits us to reilerate Ban- 
gladesh's outright rejection of 
thenuclearalteroativeand local! 
unambiguously for a hall and 
reversal of the nuclear arras 
race.” 

Ersbad said, since its inception 
the NPT has remained the cen- 
tral component of the endeavour 
lo check the harmful uses of 
nuclear energy while al the same 
time harnessing tiie atom for

peaceful purposes. 

The NPT is the cornerstone of 
international efforts to sustain 
viable barriers against the spread 
of nuclear weapons, be added. 

He also said the NPT has hel- 
ped greatly in the long-term 
international efforts to ensure 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy. 

Bui, he said, progress towards 
the goal of reducing nuclear 
arsenals and negotiations for 
general and complete disar- 
mament, has been slow and 
inadequate. 

The prime responsibility of 
undertaking specific disar- 
mament measures and dis- 
couraging proliferation ties with 
the nuclear powers, Ershad poin- 
ted out. 


DHAKA, June 29, (AP): Flood- 
triggered accidents have killed 1 2 
more people in Bangladesh, rais- 
ing the week-long toll to 92 
officials and newspapers said 
today. 

Five deaths were reported in 
eastern Sylhet district, four from 
southern Satkhira area and three 
from Chittagong district Most 
of them occurred on Tuesday. 

Officials at the Flood Control 
Ministry said the overall situa- 
tion had improved in most of the 
affected areas except for the nor- 
theastern district of 
Moulvi bazar. 

The Monu River near 
MouJvibazar was flowing 1.2 
metres above the danger level, 
said the officials. 

Heavy rains continued in the 
region and embankments were 
breached at three points, inun- 
dating large areas of 
Moulvibazar. 

Shelter 

Roads from Dhaka to 
Moulvibazar have been submer- 
ged for the past five days. 

Railway authorities said 
railroad links between Dhaka, 
the capital, and Sylhet and Chit- 
tagong were, restored late Tues- 
day after two bridges were 
repaired. 

A senior official at the Relief 
Ministiy said that the current 
spate of flash floods had affected 


nearly 10 million people. 

He said more than 20,000 peo- 
ple had taken shelter on embank- 
ments and makeshift reKfe 
camps. 

Shortages of food and safe 
drinking water have been repor- 
ted in flood-stricken areas. 

Abdur Rahim, a businessman 
who reached Dhaka on Tuesday 
from Sunamganj, said he saw 
thousands of people stranded in 
submerged houses. 

The 35-year-old businessman 
said he had to break his journey 
several times lo reach Dhaka. 

A Railway Ministry official 
said in Dhaka that train services 
between the capital and the port 
city of Chittagong have been dis- 
puted since Sunday because of 
incessant rains. 

The Dhaka-Sylhet rail link is 
also not functioning because the 
floods damaged two bridges near 
the eastern city, he said. 

At least 25 people were killed 
in floods and rain last month, 
according to government 
figures. Unofficial reports said at 
least 50 people had died. 

Bangladesh, a country of 105 
million people, is one of the 
poorest nations in the world. 
Hundreds of rivers run through 
Bangladesh before flowing into 
the Bay of Bengal and flooding is 
common between June and Sep? 
tember.

US will defend shipping, 
Murphy assures Bahrain 


BAH RAIN, June 29,{ Agencies): 
US Envoy Richard Murphy 
assured Bahrain today that the 
United Stales was determined Lo 
protect commercial shipping in 
the Gulf, the ofTicial Gull News 
Agency (GNA) reported. 

Murphy, on a 24-hour visit to 
the island, gave the Amir Sheikh 
Issu Bin Salman A1 Khalifa a 
letter from President Reagan and 
later met the Prime Minister, 
Sheikh Khalifa Bin Salman A1 
Khalifa. 

GNA said Murphy and 
Sheikh Khalifadiscussed ways to 
end the Iran-Iraq conflict and 
secure freedom of navigation in 
the Gulf, which has become a 
bailie zone in u shipping war 
between Baghdad and Tehran. 

At least 64 vessels have been 
attacked since the beginning of 
this year. 

GNA quoted Murphy as hav- 
ing told the agency he had 
assured Sheikh Khalifa of 
American determination to 
protect commercial ships in the 


region. 

The United Slates boosted its 


naval presence in the Gulf in July 
last year to protect vessels flying 


the American flag. 

After a clash with the Iranian 
Navy last April, Washington 
said it would extend its protec- 
tion to neutral ships, although 
this determination has yet to be 
tested. 

'■Murphy arrived in Bahrain on 
Tuesday night. He had earlier 
visited Saudi Arabia, North 
Yemen, the United Arab 
Emirates, Oman, Qatar, Iraq 
and Kuwait. 

The Reagan administration 
recently announced it planned to 
sell four new F-16 fighters and 
spare parts to Bahrain for about 
90 million dollars. 

Fighters 

Bahrain had previously pur- 
chased 12 of the sophisticated 
fighters, which so farhavenotyet 
been given even Lo neighbouring 
Saudf Arabia, a long-standing 
close friend ofWashington. 

The United States also sup- 
plies Bahrain with advanced 
Stinger anti-aircraft missiles. 
Unconfirmed reports have put 
the number of missiles at 70. 

The shoulder-fired weapons 
are at the centre of the current US 
dispute with Qatar, another 


Bahrain neighbour. 

US officials say Qatar has 
acquired some of the US-made 
weapons by unauthorised means 
and ref uses either to return them 
or say where they were obtained. 

Murphy, who visited Qatar 
earlier on his tour, was reported 
by Lhe State Department to have 
formally protested the Qatari 
action. 

Arab diplomatic sources in 
Bahrain, insisting on anonymity, 
said they believed the issue to be 
overblown because the much 
sought-after Stingers can be 
obtained on the international 
arms market. 

The chief aim of Murphy's 
tour was to discuss means of 
ending the nearly 8-year-old 
Iraq- 1 ran war, which has posed 
an increasing menace to the Gulf 
states and their oil shipping 
lanes, as well as US Secretary of 
State George Shultz's plan for 
ending the Arab-lsraeli conflict. 

Murphy has also been com- 
municating Lhe US view of the 
outcome of the Moscow superp- 
ower summit between Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev to these leaders.

FOR the first time, the Iraqi President has said that Iraq 
has made such a decisive impact on the Gulf war that it 
can be considered effectively over and the conflict will 
end in 1988. 

President Saddam Hussein, while honouring Iraqi 
fighters, departed from his normal visualising of the war 
scenario as one which would go on until both sides 
declare their desire to end it peacefully and honourably 
through negotiations.

Lebanese orphans 
live in constant fear

SFARAY, Lebanon, (Reuter): 
Children, whose constant com- 
panion is fear, play in rose gar- 
dens bordered by land-mines in a 
fragile sanctuary on the front- 
line of Lebanon’s wars. 

Shrapnel and empty cartridge 
cases are given places of honour 
at Lheir bedsides, alongside the 
pop posters and children's books 
of another world. 

The 82 orphans and homeless 
Lebanese children living at the 
Austrian-founded SOS chil- 
dren's village, are effectively cut 
off from the outside by civil war 
and encircling armies. 


“We live here with fear as our 
only companion,'' said Jamil 
Masaad, the director of the SOS 
village. 

“if you search the world you 
will not find children living on 
such a battiefront," he said. 

The compound lies on the 
Kfar Falous battiefront, the wes- 
ternmost outpost of the Chris- 
tian town of Jezzine separating 
Muslim and Palestinian fighters 
from Israeli-backed South 
Lebanon Army (SLA) 
militiamen. 


and Palestinians. 

But the tranquility of the 
orchards and the rose gardens is 
an illusion. 

A closer look reveals the 
ravages of war, with bullet and 
shellholes in the walls of the com- 
pound's houses bearing tes- 
timony to the fighting which 
scars the land. 

The battles first flared in 1985 
when Israel withdrew the bulk of 
the troops which invaded 
Lebanon in 1982. 

Now the children have learned 
to run at the sound of gunfire, 
emerging only when the fighting 
has ended to collect the shrapnel 
and gleaming brass cartridge 
cases to turn into coveted toys. 

“I am sure if there is a running 
competition, the children will 
come first... they run so hard to 
safety every time they hear a 
bullet or shell," said Masaad. 


The SLA frontline, at a battle- 
scarred hospital, is only one km 
(less than a mile) south of the 
SOS compound. 

The children’s village, nestling 
among lush orchards on a hill- 
side, overlooks hamlets and 
towns, including the port of 
Sidon, controlled by the Muslims 


He said no children had been 
injured since the battles began, 
but an ambulance parked at the 
compound entrance was kept in 
case of emergencies. 

During the past three years the 
children have grown used to die 
battles but the hidden dangers of 
land-mines planted on the roads 
around the village are a constant 
worry. 

Early this month a civilian car 
drove over a land-mine at the 
entrance to the SOS compound, 
killing the driver. 

“They (th.e commandos) 
sneak in at night and plant mines 
all around the compound," said 
Masaad.

40 years after break with Moscow

BELGRADE, (UPI): Yugos- 
lavia this week passes the 40th 
anniversary of its expulsion from 
the Soviet bloc and subsequent 
decision to seek an alternate path 
to socialism. 

Yet state-run media have kept 
silent on the anniversary on 
Tuesday and no official celebra- 
tion is planned, primarily 
because of economic and 
political problems gripping the 
nation. 

In addition, the government 
doesn't want to embarrass Mos- 
cow following Mikhail Gorba- 
chev’s March visit that showed 
Yugoslav-Soviet relations at a 
new level of cordiality. 

Inflation 

Grappling with a host of bur- 
geoning economic, social and 
political problems, Yugoslavia 
with 23 million people would 
have preferred that the anniver- 
sary fall in better times. 

Ten years ago, Y ugosla via was 
proudly displaying to tourists 
from Eastern Europe the advan- 
tages of its unorthodox, self- 
management system which was

dismissed by the Kremlin as 
heretic revisionism. 

Now, some of the consumer 
goods are still available, albeit at

foreign debt. 

Josip Broz Tito, the founder of 
modem Yugoslavia, ruled the 
country for 35 years until his 
death in May 1980. 

Under Tito, the strategically 
located Balkan country broke - 
away from the Soviet orbit and 
became a founding member of 
the Non-aligned Movement. 

The Soviet Union helped 
liberate the country from Nazi 
German occupiers and assisted 
Tito to power, but maintained its 
influence over him for less than

By the spring of 1948, Tito’s 
rift with Josef Stalin over taking 
orders from Moscow under the 
Kremlin policy of dictating to all 
communist nations erupted into 
the open. 

On June 28, 1948, the Inform-

Fishing contest deemed cruel 


HAMM, West Germany, ( AP): A West German court has fined 
two organisers of a fishing contest 1.200 marks (714 dollars) 
each for cruelty to animals after ruling that fish feel pain when 
hooked and pulled from the water. 

The unusual decision grew out of a suit filed by an animal 
rights group against a local angling club that staged a fishing 
contest two years ago. 

The object of the contest was to see which fisherman could 
catch the most pounds of fish in two-days. After the fish were 
pulled in and weighed, they were returned to the water. 

Civil court judge Horst Brinkmann based his decision on 
testimony of experts called in to determine whether or not fish 
feel pain when hooked, and if they suffered during the time they 
were out of the water. 

Four wildlife experts testified that an increased heart-and 
laboured breathing of the fish after they were pulled from the 
water indicated that fish feel pain. Brinkmann ruled that fishing 
was permissible if fish were quickly (rilled, and if they were 
caught for useful purposes. 

But the judge said that simply catching the Osh to weigh and 
determine which angler was more skilled subjected the creatures 
to unusually cruel treatment. 

“Fishi ng contests serve no further purpose than to determine 
who has won,” Brinkmann ruled.

Uroze Rangooawafla 

IN the death of Raj Kapoor, 
India's film woiid lost one of its 
most genuine talents. Such a 
multi-faced talent is born just 
once In half a century. Various 
forms of tributes were paid to 
him including biographical 
documentaries, TV produc- 
tions and a couple of books. 

But these have all failed to 
probe the mystique behind the 
actor, film maker, showman, 
pet of the film world and the 
eternal lover that he was known 
as. There were many aspects to 
this man which are little- known 
and require to be probed in 
order to understand the psyche 
of a creative 'artist in the film 
medium. In fact there was also a 
complete other side to the 
“lovable man" (as he was 
known to the outside world.) 

His personal life itself could 
be a topic of much discussion 
on grounds of ethics Lhe normal 
human criteria which film 
celebrities ignore with 
audacity. Of course, Raj was 
largely a simple and modest 
man, devoted to his work and 
his studio. But then he also 
drank heavily, lost his sense of 
balance, treated people gruffly 
and kept up his weakness for 
women. He also stuck to the 
commercialism of Bombay's 
cinema and suppressed his 
dreams of making unusual 
films. In his early life he was too 
busy and in his later life too 
weak and addicted to do what 
he wanted. 

Thai is why Raj was haunted 
by many memories. He could 
not forget his youth, his success 
as a handsome hero, his early 
films which were sensible as 
well as successful. Above all, he 
could not forget Nargis, 'his 
main inspiration in the youth- 
ful days, who was Lhe life force 
of his films and a pillar of the 
R. K. Studio which he con- 
structed when “Awara” was 
being shoL. But then. Raj was 
also accused of exploiting 
women and exposing the 
female anatomy in his films. 
After the parting with Nargis 
came Padmini and then 
Vyjayantimala who grew very 
close to him. Since then, his 
films became more vulgar and

was stormy. Why? 

There is a lot of “why" and 
“how" about Raj which rine- 
philes will keep wondering 
over. The two documentaries 
made on him before his death 
don't probe into such intimate 
problems or into his growth 
and decline as an artist. They 
merely scrape the surface of his 
films and show him more as a 
song and dance master. Simi's 
one-hour movie made for BBC 
tries to dig his relation with 
Nargis. while skipping the case 
of Vyjayantimala (now a Mem- 
ber of Parliament). While 
speaking on Nargis, too, Raj 
does not exactly emerge with 
flying colours. He simplifies the 
whole issue by saying: “My 
wife is not my actress and my 
actress is not ray wife." 

When asked why he never, 
married Nargis, he makes it 
worse by explaining: “My 
actress is ray heroine, she can- 
not be the mother of my chil- 
dren like my wife.” People may 
then well ask why a director and 
hero keeps such in Lunate levels 
with heroines, that some of 
them , nearly escape becoming 
mothers of his children. It is the 
velocity of love and libido that 
fuels the making of excellent 
films. But then the consequen- 
ces of such love should not be 


faced by the woman alone. 
Here again Raj passes the buck 
by saying: ‘The actresses see on 
the screen what 1 have done 
with them. It is not me they love 
but themselves. So nobody is 
chealed".-.- 

The film by Siddharth Kak 
avoids such issues, being a 
production of the government 
body Films Division. Both 
filmscarry the story ofhow Raj 
had first met Nargis and them 
transcribed the same scene in 
“Bobby” with Rishi and Dim- 
ple. It is refreshing until you 
realise it's a publicity gimmick. 
This is confirmed by another 
stunt Simi tries to pull off* which 
falls fiat. It says that when Raj; 
wanted Vyjayantimala for 
r'Sangham”, he' sent her a 
telegram asking: “Bol Radha 
bot’iangam hoga ki nahin”. 
From the location where she 
was doing another -film, she 
sent back arable saying: “Hoga 
hoga hoga". The immigrant 
population of London, seeing 
this on BBC might have been 
convinced, but we know it was 
all for a song. 

In Simi's film, the sub-titles 
in English appear for some time 
and then vanish ... perhaps she 
realises that the Britishers are 
not going to watch h closely. In 
fact she uses such an extract 
from “Ram Ten” right at the 
start, that it would put off any 
film bufT. Another fib is that 
Nargis was 16 years old when 
Raj signed her for “Aag”. 
Actually, she had played 
heroine in many films by then. 
When Raj's family members 
are interviewed they go haywire 
in over-praising him. Randhir 
says that Raj was like a fire 
brigade. Rajeev says that he. 
was the Pope of cinema and 
brother Shashi describes him as 
a modern incarnation of Lord 
Krishna (who was always 
surrounded by gopi i.e. 
maidens). Raj's daughter Rima 
says thatshe loved her father as 
he was a complete man. 

Where Raj sounds more true 
is while confessing: “I am full of 
regrets. I could not reach where 
1 wanted. Now there is very 


little time left to do things. This 
film world is a house ofbeart- 
breaks. Yon get the rap both 
ways, whether you succeed or 
fail. All my films are like my 
children. But then some kids 
are bom with some defects, like 
being lame, etc. ‘Mera Nam 
Joker' was one such child". In 
Kak's film also Raj is in a 
lamenting mood: “My life is my 
work and my work is cinema. I 
am happy playing the under- 
dog. Thank God, I am not an 
educated man: I can share Lhe 
joy with the common man. The 
film is a mass madtniw t not a 
drawing-room conversation". 

About Naigis he says: “I still 
remember that face and look. 
She wasa noble lady who could 
feel thq pain of others, who 
could generate spiritual power 
in any one”. ‘This isrjuxtaposed 
with her song from “Shn 420” 
which says: * 7 Main na rabungj, 
turn na rahoge, phir bhi r&hengj 
nishaniyan” and the scene 
shows three children walking 
away in the rain. The irony is 
that they are the children of 
Rafs wife Krishna (playing bit 
roles). It asserts the showman's 
theory that his actress cannot 
be the mother of his children. 
But it does not justify his love 
life. 

Both films are a feast for 
those who revel in nostalgia. 
Apart from the surfeit of songs 
and dances, Raj talks about his 
own past life. The earliest 
memory is of a religious school 
drama, where Raj over-acted 
by going round Christ in an 
over-long cassock. In the third 
scene be fell down and even the 
actors laughed. Raj could take 
pride in that he even made Chr- 
ist laugh. There is also memora- 
ble footage from the past, like 
Raj with Pandit Nehru at the 
golden jubilee celebration of 
Indian Cinema, or Raj's visit to 
USSR when Russians sang 
“Awara Hoon” with him. 
There is some specially shot 
(and acted) footage where the 
aged Raj in bed in his house gets 
up and lakes the artificial 
device for breathing. 

Then he says: “I can’t help 
making films and I can’t help

going breathless". There are 
sexm-circular camera shots of 
him with different expressions 
as he recalls the past The scene 
from “Mera Nam Joker” 
where the clown’s heart is 
removed and doctors operate 
on him came very near to his 
real-life condition in the Delhi 
hospital, when Simi’s film was 
being telecast 

After his death, television 
put up different tribute 
programmes. One was so badly 
recorded that nothing could be 
heard of what the firm people 
and politicians were saying. 
The second one, also done by

Sai Paranjpe in Hindi, proved 
better. Ashok Kumar said that 
they lived in the same area, 
Chembur, and had been friends 
from childhood. There could 
not be a merrier person. Dev 
Anand gave the routine line 
that Raj is not dead, he lives in 
the hearts and minds of people. 
L.V. Prasad said that Raj did 
the unusual role in “Sharda” 
which other heroes refused. 
Even the Delhi doctors praised 
him by saying that Raj was a 
very brave patient, who would 
smile “good morning" without 
fail till he was unconscious. 

Some apt remarks came 
from Basu Bhattacharya who 
made only one film ‘Teesri 
Kasam” with him. Speaking in 
broken Hindi, Basu said that 
Raj can be called a restless actor 
and a dissatisfied film maker. 
He loved every moment of film- 
making but he did not see his 
real dreams come true. His 
earlier films were his best work. 
But later he was overpowered 
by commercial pressures. Salil 
Choudhry said that deep inside 
the commercial showman was 
an intellectual who wanted to 
make better films. That is why 
after seeing Bimal Roy’s realis- 
tic “Do Bigha Zamin” he had 
said: T wish 1 had made this 
film”. 

The final touch of grief as 
well as hope was promoting the 
idea that Raj Kapoor will be re- 
born very soon. Manmohan 
Desai said that he believed in 
re-birth and this will happen 
soon. Rajendra Kumar, who 
was like a younger brother, 

Q uoted “I will die early. But 
on't worry, I will go fast and 
come back . almost 
immediately". So after 15 years 
we will have another Raj 
Kapoor. This was soon echoed 
by many fans. 

Whether we believe it or not, 
it only shows the deep affection* 
which so many people had for 
Raj Kapoor and their inability 
to accept that he is no longer 
there.

TbeOlasMMi: 

A solid bangle bracelet is 
threaded over both strands 
of a long chain necklace. 
Each end of the chain is 
then hooked over 
someone’s index fingers. 
The challenge is to remove 
the bracelet from the chain 
while leaving the chain still 


and surprisingly, you do! 
The trick: 

With your right middle 
finger pointing down 
towards the floor place it 
on your side of the chain 
between the bracelet and 
the "person’s right finger. 
Pushing against that 
strand of the chain, lift it so 
you can transfer it to the 
other side of the chain. The 
two strands now make an 
X in front of and behind 
your middle finger (1). Put 
your right index finger in 
the loop on the side of the 
X to the left of your middle 
finger, slide your thumb 
down through the same 
loop as your middle finger, 
ana put the tips of your 
index finger and thumb 
together. (Keep these two 
fingers tightly together 
until it's time to remove the 
bracelet) Slide your right 
hand to the left and trans- 
fer the loop around your 
middle finger down onto 
the person’s upright finger 


(2). Your left hand takes 
the strand of chain closest 
to you where it comes 
around the person’s left 
finger, brings it all the way 
over to the person’s right 
finger and drops the chain 
over it (3) Now take the 
bracelet in your left hand. 


separate your right finger 
and thumb, and take all of 
the fingers of your right 
hand out of the chain. 
When you pul) on the 
bracelet it will come off the 
chain leaving it still looped 
over the fingers. 

That was easy, wasn’t it? 
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When the reptiles flew 
Perhaps we shall never 
know for what mysterious 
reasons some of the rep- 
tiles suddenly tried to take 
to the air and conquer the 
sky. The fact is, however, 
that traces of numerous 
winged reptiles are to be 
found next to the fossils of 
the great dinosaurs dating 
from more than 130 
million years ago. 

One of the most wide- 
spread and the most 
ancient was the Dimor- 
phodon. It looked like a 
monstrous bat and its size 
was remarkable: its skull 
alone measured 22 cen- 
timetres long. 

The large-skulled 
Dimorphodons disap- 
peared quickly, to be foll- 
owed by other winged rep- 
tiles of various shapes and 
sizes. The Rhamphorhyn- 
chus was very common, 
with its peculiar tail ending 
in a diamond-shaped rud- 
der, and there were various 
pterodactyls . The name 
means ‘winged fingers' and 
refers to the very long little 
finger which kept the 
whole flap of flying-mem- 
brane taut. 

In the course of time the 
winged reptiles grew big- 
ger and bigger and better 
and better at flying. "Hie 
largest and the best at fly- 
ing was probably the 
Pteranodon, fossils of 
which have been found in 
North America and Rus- 
sia. 

It had a wing span of a

good 7 metres and spent its 
time skimming over the 
water, catching fish and 
shellfish. Its incredibly 
wide wings prevented it 
from walking comfortably 
so, on the ground, it was 
probably compelled to 
crawl onitsstomach but, in 
the air, with its light weight 
of only 12 kilos, it was 
amazingly agile. 

Like the land dinosaurs, 
the winged reptiles, too, 
disappeared from our 
globe almost without war- 
ning, about 75 million 
years ago. 

When the ancestors of the 
birds appeared 
Strange as it may seem, the 
first birds did not evolve 


from the winged reptiles. 
Their forerunner was cer- 
tainly a reptile but a dif- 
ferent kind from that of the 
flying Sauna. The first of 
these creatures to leave usa 
clear picture on the rocks 
was the Archaeopteryx, 
which lived with the great 
dinosaurs over 130 million 
years ago. 

The fossil imprints of 
this primitive bird, are so 
complete that they tell us 
exactly what it looked like. 

About as bigas apigeon, 
it was a strange mixture of 
half bird ana half reptile. 
Obvious signs of its dose 
relationship with reptiles 
are the movable, clawed* 
fingers on its wings, its tail 
of twenty individual joints 


and its toothed jaw. Yet its 
body was covered with a 
fringe of feathers, which 
was something completely 
new. 

Its wings were no longer 
a sheet ofskin but a fan of 
feathers which spread out 
and beat the air as itflew. It 
was still a very simple fly- 
ing machine, in need of a 
great many improvements 
and, indeed, the 
Archaeopteryx was a poor 
flyer, but its appearance 
marked an important stage 
in the history of evolution. 

The first bird was defin- 
itely not a predator 
because its jaws were too 
weak. Perhaps it only fed 
on fruit, berries and small 
larvae.To take off, it clam- 
bered up to the top ofa tree 
and launched itself outinto 
space. 

After this first Laborious 
performance, the birds 
multiplied rapidly. Their 
‘ability to fly improved and 
they became the only true’ 
lords of the sky. 

There was a time, in the 
evolution of the anhnak 
when the fiercest predators 
of the plains were not 
mammals but enormous 
birds with savage beaks. 
They could not fly but ran 
with great speed. All 
derived from the primitive 
Archaeopteryx, they soon 
increased in number, 
sometimes reaching gigan- 
tic proportions, and com- 
peted for the hunting field 
with the carnivorous mam- 
mals.

Companies told to boost production by 20pc 


UAE threat to flout OPEC output quota 


BAHRAIN, June 29, (Reuter): 
The UAE has carried out a threat 
to flout its OPEC quota, author- 
ising companies to pump almost 
20 per cent more oil in July, 
industry sources said today. 

“This should bring (oil) prices 
down very quickly,”' said one 
trader. “It is yet another link in 
the chain of disarray which is 
creeping into OPEC.” _ 

The sources said the UAE 
Higher Council for 'Petroleum 
told companies in the main 
producing emirate of AbuDhabi 
they could boost July output to 
1 . 1 million barrels per day (BPD) 
from about 930,000 in June. 

Pumping 

With Dubai pumping 330,000 
to 400,000 BPD. total UAE 
production would rise to 1.5 
million BPD — : well above a 
quota of 948,000 BPD set by the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

The sources said the move 
showed the UAE was intent on 
rejecting its OPEC quota and 


would put an additional 200,000 
to 300.000 BPD on the already 
over-supplied world oil market. 

Oil Minister Mana Said A! 
Oteiba has repeatedly rejected 
the quota, claiming that mill 
recoverable reserves of around 
200 billion barrets the UAE is 
second to Saudi Arabia and 
deserves a much higher output. 

“The UAE completely rejects 
its OPEC quota of?48,000 BPD 
... the fair and official quota is 
1 .5 m BPD,’* Oteiba was quoted 
as saying in Morocco shortly 
after an OPEC conference in 
Vienna. 

The UAE cabinet backed his 
demands on Monday, saying it 
reasserted the emirates’ dim 
policy on output and prices as 
stated by Oteiba. 

OPEC members at their 
Vienna meeting that ended on 
June 14 agreed to extend the 
group’s 15.06 million BPDquota 
For the Test of the year — a 
compromise between Gulf states 
urging higher quotas and the 


majority, which wanted to curb 
output 

The Secretary-General of the 
UAE Higher Council for 
Petroleum, Soheil A1 Mama, 
told companies in the state- 
' owned Abu Dhabi National Oil 
Company (ADNOQ to raise 
July output to 1.1 million BPD, 
the sources said. 

“They were told of their 
increased allowances for July 
two or three days ago,” one 
source said. 

Some sources said indepen- 
dence companies operating out- 
side ADNOC were also given 
approval to produce up to 
1 00,000 BPD more, which would 
boost Abu Dhabi’s total output 
to 1.2 million BPD. 

The order was the first since 
the new Petroleum Council was 
formed early this month in a 
shake-up which oil sources said 
was designed to streamline UAE 
oil affairs and policy. 

On June 5, UAE President 
Sheikh Zaid Bin Sultan A1 


Nahayan abolished Abu Dhabi's 
Department ofPetroleum, which 
was headed by Oteiba. and 
dissolved ADNOC’s Board of 
Directors. 

The sources said Abu Dhabi 
had paved the way for its higher 
July output by increasing 
production in June by nine per 
cent to 930,000 BPD for 850,000 
in the second half of May. 

They said the authorisation 
indicated Abu Dhabi had found 
buyers for its increased volumes 
of crude, most likely through 
offering bigger discounts to its 
main Japanese customers. 

Pressure 

“It won’t be wrong to assume 
the Japanese want the oil because 
the prices are attractive com- 
pared with what Saudi Arabia 
and other Gulf countries are 
offering,” a trader said. 

“This will probably also put 
pressure on other Gulf producers 
to cut their prices.” he added. 

Another said the UAE might 


be hoping OPEC would take its 
demands more seriously. “They 
are behaving just like Iraq,” he 
said. 

Iraq is not included in OPECs 
current production pact as it 
rejects a quota less than that of its 
Gulf war foe, Iran. 

Meanwhile, the Abu Dhabi 
government has finalised 
feasibility studies for two major 
investment projects in foreign oil 
companies, pending final 
approval, according to a news- 
paper repo rL 

The projects to be implemen- 
ted by the government-owned 
International Petroleum Invest- 
ment Company (IPIC) will ena- 
ble the emirate to secure a stake 
in the two oil companies 
involved. 

The report in the daily Khaleej 
Times quoted IP1C General 
Manager Khalifa Mohammed 
A1 Sh amsi as saying that the two 
schemes were among at least 10 
being discussed with foreign 
companies. 


Japan writes off more 
than $2b Bangladesh debt 


DHAKA, June 29, (Reuter): 
Japan has written off more than 
$2 billion in loans to Bangladesh, 
officials said today. 

“We have derided to consider 
the money as grants,” a Japanese 
embassy official in Dhaka said. 

“This will mean a tremendous 
foreign exchange saving for us,” 
said a Bangladesh Finance Min- 
istry official. 

Waiting 

Government officials, who 
said they were still waiting for 
official confirmation of the 
J apanese move from T oky o. said 
Dhaka received more than $2 
billion in yen loans from Japan 
between 1978 and 1987. 

Bangladesh expects to spend 
23.85 per cent of its foreign 
exchange earnings in repaying 
foreign debt during the current 
financial year compared to 20 per 
cent in 1986/87. 

It hopes to earn S1.9 billion 
mainly through exports and 


money sent home by Banglade- 
shis working abroad during fis- 
cal 1987/88 against last year's 
$1.7 billion. 

Japan is Bangladesh’s largest 
single benefactor with $300 
mfluon in outright aid annually, 
according to Bangladesh govern- 
ments figures. 

Japan announced a compre- 
hensive programme of debt relief 
for 17 of the world’s poorest 
countries, mainly in Africa and 
Asia, during the recent Toronto 
summit of seven leading indus- 
trial nations. ‘ 

Gesture 

But Japan’s gesture stdl leaves 
Bangladesh, where average per 
capita income is $1 60, with debts 
of $6.36 billion. 

Donor countries including 
Japan have pledged $2.05 billion 
in aid for the 1988/89 financial 
year beginning tomorrow, 13.6 
per cent more than the current 
year. 


Soaring prices cause suffering to new buyers 

Luxury housing market is booming 


NEW YORK, June 29, (Reuter): 
The luxury housing market is 
boomingon almost every contin- 
ent and soaring prices are forcing 
frrt-time home buyers to settle 
for something smaller, further 
afield oriented. 

In Asia, Africa and Latin 
America — and even in the 
Soviet Union where home- 
ownership is rare — the trend is 
towards the suburbs or out of the 
city co mpletely. . . . 

By contrast, in Western 
Europe there is a revival in inner- 
city housing with ‘gentrification' 
— renovation of run-down 
houses in once unfashionable 
areas — an increasingly attrac- 
tive proposition. . 

Foreign buyers have become 
intensely active in blue-chip 
neighbourhoods of ’numerous 
major cities since the stock 
market crash last October, 
especially the Japanese whode 
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strong yen and sky-high prices at 
home make overseas property 
seem cheap. 

With luxury apartments of just 
750 square feet (69 square 
metres) fetching more than $8 
milli on in Tokyo, France has 
become a favourite for Japanese 

bar gain hunters. 

“Since the crash, Japanese 
buyers have flooded theproperty 
market, buying into the top end 
of the range and acquiring huge 
tracts of land,” said a French real 
estate agent. 

West Germany has a similar 
story, with Japanese eagerly bid- 
ding for mansions and castles. 

Surge 

In Hawaii, Honolulu Mayor 
Frank Fasi has called- for heavy 
taxes to curb Japanese specula- 
tion which he said caused a 32.3 
r per cent surge in land prices on 
the island of Oahu last year.

World Bank undergoes close scrutiny 


WASHINGTON, June 29, 
(Reuter): The World Bank is 
undergoing its most critical 
scrutiny in many years, creating a 
hiatus that could endanger US 
dominance of the development 
agency. 

Legislation to increase fund- 
ing for the bank is tied down in 
Congress, frustrating the 
Reagan administration which 
counts on the bank to spearhead 
Treasury Secretary James Bak- 
er’s three-year-old Third World 
debt initiative. 

Conservative American critics 
— always suspicious of world aid 
bodies — say the bank has wan- 
dered too far afield from its role 
of helping the world's poor. 
Accuse 

They accuse it of spreading 
socialism and helping countries 
opposed to US foreign policy 
goals. 

The US share of the $74.8 
billion funding approved by the 
Bank is $14 billion. 

However, only three per cent 
of this total must be put up in 
cash. The US Congress has only 
to appropriate $70.1 million a 
year for six years to cover the US 
share. 

The US appropriation is 
critical to the ba nk even though 
the funding has already been 
approved by 75 per cent of the 
voting power of the organisa- 
tion's 151 member countries and 
th us has actually gone into effect. 

Failure to get the US approval 
could jeopardise the Bank's 
ability to borrow money in the 


financial markets. The borrow- 
ings are used to finance loans to 
the Third World.. 

The Bank enjoys an excellent 
credit rating since the money it 
borrows is backed by capital that 
it can call on from some of the 
world's wealthiest nations, 
including the United States. 

Hurt 

If Congress were to refuse to 
appropriate the money, it would 
hurt the Bank's credit rating and 
force it to boTTOw at higberrates. 
That in turn would mean higher 
interest rates on new loans for 
cash-starved debtor countries. 

However, without the funding 
approval, the US position in the 
Bank would dimmish substan- 
tially since its voting power 
would be reduced. 

Capitol Hill sources say the 
legislation to appropriate the US 
share will eventually pass Con- 
gress. but doubt whether it will 
occur this year. 

“It’s a real longshot,” said one 
committee aide. 

The delay has given critics of 
the Bank a new opportunity to 
muster their forces. 

Approved 

One of the most vocal of the 
group has been the Conservative 
Heritage Foundation, a think-, 
tank that has usually approved 
of Reagan administration 
political measures. 

On the issue of the Bank, 
however, they have sharply par- 
ted company. 

“Every US-opposed loan 
since 1977 has been approved by 


the World Bank, annually send- 
ing hundreds of millions of 
dollars in scarce resources to 
governments that abuse human 
rights, export terrorism, and pur- 
sue accelerated production of 
commodities already in world 
over-supply,” the foundation 
has argued. 

The Cato Institute, another 
conservative research group, 
goes even further, observing that 
“although the bank started with 
the highest ideals some 40 years 
ago, it now consistently does 
more harm than good for the 
world's poorest.” 

ltsays “the Bank exists largely 
to maximise the transfer of 
resources to Third World gover- 
nments (and) by doing so... has 
promoted nationalisation of 
Third World economies and has 
increased ' political and 
bureaucratic control over the 
lives of the poorest of the poor.” 

Criticism 

Such criticism has been trou- 
bling to an administration that 
has prided itself on taking a hard 
line on Bank loans going to coun- 
tries that opposed US foreign 
policy goals and that has taken 
steps to reform Bank loan 
policies. 

The Baker debt initiative is a 
case in point 

In it. Baker proposed that 
commercial banks increase lend- 
ing by some $20 billion and that 
the multilateral development 
banks, led by the World Bank, 
put up an additional S9 trillion. 

In return, debtor countries 


would move to reform their 
economies, reducing or eliminat- 
ing subsidies, turning public 
enterprises into private compan- 
ies and other market-oriented 
measures. 

The World Bank, because of 
its understanding on how Third 
World economies are structured, 
was singled out for a special role 
in leading the attack on the debt 
crisis by the Baker. 

He said the Bank should 
increase the lending it had been 
doing for economic reform 
which, to a large degree, had the 
effect of channelling ' more 
money into debt relief. 

Amount 

So-called structural adjust- 
ment and sectoral loans curren- 
tly amount to 25 per cent of total 
Bank lending with much more 
than that going to some coun- 
tries. 

Critics of the direction aijpie 
that by reducing project lending, 
the Bank is moving away from its 
basic role of bunding roads, 
schools, dams, sewerage systems 
and other basic structures. 

On the other band, some 
critics argue that the Bank has 
dragged its feet in coming to grips 
with the debt crisis, showing little 
if any innovation on how the 
profound problems might be 
dealt with. 

It is expected that eventually 
the Congress, after listening to 
the myriad arguments, will 
approve the appropriation but 
few think the debate will stop 
then. 


ASEAN nations 
urged to tax

JAKARTA. June 29, 
(OPECNA): Oil wells in the 
ASEAN region should be taxed 
in accordance with their output 
capacity, the six-member organ- 
isation was urged here. 

ASEAN, the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations, is 
made up of Indonesia, Sin- 
gapore, Malaysia, Thailand, the 
Philippines and Brunei. 

Participants at a seminar 
organised by ASEAN, the UN 
Development Programme and 
the UN Economic and Social 
Commission for Asia and the 
Pacific, said however that small

Sudan likely to devalue currency 


KHARTOUM, June 29, 
(Reuter): Impoverished Sudan, 
its hopes for an economic tur- 
naround hinging on the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF), 
is likely to devalue its currency 
before the end of theyear, foreign 
bankers and diplomats predicted 
yesterday. 

The IMF wants a devaluation 
before it gives the go-ahead to 
Western donors to help finance a 
four year-recovery plan. 

Sudanese and IMF officials 
failed to reach agreement after 
two weeks of talks which ended 
last week in Khartoum. 
Devaluation was the main stick- 
ing poinL 

Pledged 

An agreement would have 
paved the way for a second meet- 
ing of a group representing major 
Western donors which pledged 
$227.6 million in balance of 
payments support last Decem- 
ber. 

Sudan hopes a second meet- 
ing, probabfy in September or 
October will promise another $1 


billion half to be disbursed dur- 
ing the 1988/89 fiscal year begin- 
ning on July 1. The four-year 
economic recovery plan is due to 
start that year. 

Minister of State for Finance, 
A1 Tigani A1 Tayeb Ibrahim, told 
Reuters on Sunday that Sudan- 
ese and IMF officials were now 
due to meet in Washington next 
month and more talks were 
expected in Khartoum in Sep- 
tember. 

En|oyed 

An official statement earlier 
said Sudan had decided to susp- 
end the talks and arrange for 
further discussions later. It said 
the talks had helped narrow dif- 
ferences. 

The statement said the IMF 
delegates were less flexible and 
enjoyed less authority than their 
S udan ese counterparts. “We are 
eager to reach a comprehensive 
agreement with theFund and the 
rest of the international com- 
munity ... we hope that other 
parties will be more familiar with 
the economic and social condi- 


tions of Sudan.” 

Sudan has a foreign debt of 
nearly $ 1 2 billion which it has not 
been, able fully to service since the 
early 1980s. 

A five-year rivfl war in the 
south has drained meagre 
resources. Drought, the second 
since 1984, has hit many regions. 

Ibrahim said the IMF, which 
in 1 986 declared Sudan ineligible 
for fresh credits, wanted a further 
devaluation but Sudanese 
officials thought the matter 
needed further study. 

Raised 

Sudan, more than $700milljon 
in arrears to the IMF. devalued 
its currency by 44 per cent last 
October and raised petrol and 
sugar prices. The measures; part 
of an agreement with the IMF, 
sparked street protests which left 
at least six people dead and 
scores injured. 

But the bankers and diplomats 
said the government had little 
choice but to devalue the pound 
eventually.

SEOUL, June 29, (AP): South Korea’s current surplus reached 
$892 million in May. op from $836 million from May 1987. the 
Bank of Korea announced today. The aggregate of surpluses 
since January through May widened to $4.78 billion, an increase 
of $1.18 billion from the same five-month period last year, 
according to the Central Bank report. Despite Labour strikes and 
the South Korean won’s appreciation, officials at the Central 
Bank predicted the year-end surplus will top last year's $9.7 
billion and the government's target of $7 billion. The current 
account measures one country's trade in merchandise and 
services with other countries. The government has said it will hold 
down its 1988 surplus within $7 billion, partly to avoid friction 
with the United States and other countries which run trade deficits 
with this country. Bank officials said the trade balance in May 
showed a surplus of $665 million, up from $548 million a year ago 
and boosting the aggregate for the first five months to $3.75 
billion from $2.6 billion in the same periodJast year. The invisible 
trade surplus iu May was listed at $108 million, down from $181 
million a year ago, and the Jannary-May tally totalled $309 
minion, down by $264 million over the same period last year. 

Brazilian city launches 
campaign to boost tourism 

RIO DE JANEIRO, June 29, (Reuter): Rio yesterday announ- 
ced an $800,000 US advertising campaign aimed at dea ring up i ts 
image as Brazil's capital of crime and grime. Local tourism 
authorities said the campaign would seek to attract American 
tourists scared away by reports of violence and dirty beaches in 
Brazil's second largest city. “When people abroad read about 
Rio, they usually read about the disasters and tragedies. We're 
going to show them It isn't all bad,” Joao Doria, president of 
Brazil's Tourism Board, Embratur, told a news conference. The 
six-month plan includes foD-cokmr advertisements in leading US 
magazines and free trips to Rio for 3,500 US tour operators, 
journalists and their families. Doria said Embratur has hired a top 
New York agency to manage the campaign under the slogan: 
“Rio is wonderful”. About 660,000 foreign tourists visited Rio 
last year, 5.8 percent more than in 1986, making it Brazil's single 
biggest tourist attraction. But Doria said the first figures for this 
year show the number of visitors has stopped growing “and when 
you're not growing, you're losing.” 

Venezuelan and German firms form 
petrochemicals joint venture 

CARACAS, June 29, (AP): The Venezuelan state firm Pequiven 
and Veba Oei A.G„ a major German refiner, signed an accord to 
■mdertake feasibility studies leading to the construction of a joint- 
ventnre petrochemicals plant, according to a Pequiven statement. 
The accord forming Petropropano de Venezuela SA was signed 
on Monday in Caracas. Pequiven and Veba each hoM 49 per cent 
of the company's shares and remaining shares will be traded in the 
Venezuelan capita] market. 

The plant for making 250,000 metric tons per year of propylene 
and polypropylene will cost over $275 milGon of which Pequiven 
and Veba will each pay in around $54 million, Pequiven said.

Egypt develops defence 
industry for arms export 


PARIS, June 29, (KUNA): 
Defence has become a major 
growth industry in Egypt where 
arms factories are turning out 
everything from hand guns to- 
attack helicopters, reported the 
Middle East bi-weekly, Med- 
news. 


“Only ten years ago, Egypt 
was importing 98 per cent of its 
weapons,” said Med news, “but 
massive investments by the 
Egyptian government and the 
Arab Organisation for Indus- 
trialisation (A01) has since 
catapulted Egypt into the top 
ranks of Third World arms 
exporters.” 


But by far, the. largest pur- 
chaser of Egyptian weapons is 
Iraq, said Mednews, with sales 
averaging $600 million per year 
since 1981. 

The publication said Iraq has 
bought 40 "Tucano" basic train- 
ing aircraft, huge quantities of 
ammunition, rocket launchers 
and tank spareparts. 

The Tucano is a turbo- 
propelled training aircraft built 
under licence from its Brazilian 
manufacturer.

Minister for Armament Supplies 
Abdel Jabbar Shanshal has

Gold prices decline sharply 

US dollar surges despite intervention fears 


US leading indicators fall

LONDON, June 29, (Agencies): 
The US dollar was higher in 
European trading today despite 
expectations of intervention by 
European central banks to keep 
its rise under control. 

Gold prices, which began 
falling sharply in New York 
yesterday, continued dropping 
in quiet European trading, hit- 
ting their lowest levels in Europe 
since March. 

Dealers said gold was coming 
under pressure from, the stronger 
dollar and receding fears of 
inflation. 

Support 

The dollar was getting support 
from Japanese remarks that 
appeared to indicate a desire fora 
higher dollar, but the currency 
was off its early highs amid 
worries of central bank interven- 
tion. foreign exchange dealers 
said. 

Traders in Frankfurt said the 
market was still reacting to 
Japanese Finance Minister Kii- 
chi Miyazawa. who said the 
Bank of Japan “isn't thinking" 
of intervening to stem the 
dollar’s recent rally. 

“The market is beingdriven by 
thedollar-yen rate, and as long as 
this seems headed upward, then 
the dollar will continue to be 
firm," said a trader in Frankfurt. 

However, fears that central 
banks would intervene as they 
did yesterday were putting a 
psychological barrier on the 
dollar's climb, dealers said. 


“Trading is nervous but light, 
as everybody is waiting for 
possible interventions by 
European central banks and a 
likely half-point rise of the 
discount rate in West Germany," 
said one trader with a major 
. Italian commercial bank. 

“In the absence of any 
intervention later in the day the 
dollar is set to rise again." he 
added. 

Broke 

In Tokyo, where the business 
day ends before Europe's begins, 
the dollar broke the 133-yen level 
for the first time in nearly seven 
months before falling back to 
close at 1 32.40 yen, up 1 .45 yen 
from yesterday. Later, in Lon- 
don. it topped 1 33-yen again and 
was quoted at 1 33.22 yen.

But others expect a buoyant 
but not inflationary US economy 
to attract foreign funds into 
American stocks and bonds. 

“I would say that there is only 
one way for the dollar at the 
moment — it’s up,” said Yukuo 
Takahasbi, vice-president of 
Chemical Bank in Tokyo. 

“The number of dollar buyers 
— in particular importers and 
institutional investors, is defin- 


itely larger than sellers for the 
moment and these people are 
keenly waiting for a chance to 
buy thedollarat lower levels.” he 
added. 

Seven European central banks 
intervened to slow the dollar’s 
rise yesterday, fearing a strong 
dollar win boost import prices 
and raise inflation in their 
countries. 

But dealers say they are unsure 
the central banks can stop the 
dollar rally, especially since 
neither the US Federal Reserve 
nor the Bank of Japan joined the 
European intervention. 

The central banks worried that 
a strong dollar would boost 
import prices and so risk boost- 
ing inflation. That wony had 
been especially strong in West 
Germany and Japan. 

Bargains

The slight drop in the index of 
leading indicators, which was in 
line with expectations, was cons- 
istent with other statistics recen- 
tly that pointed to a slowdown in 
the economy after a rapid start to 
the year, economists said. 

A brisk 3.6 per cent growth 
rate in the first three months of 
the year, coupled with signs of 
continued vigour in the second 
quarter, prompted the White 
House last week to raise its 
forecasts for 1988 growth to 3.0 
per cent from 2.4 per cent. 

To meet the administration's 
forecast, the economy would 
have to grow at a 2.8 percent rate 
in the final three quarters of the 
year.

Khuff gas 
injection plant 
completed 

ABU DHABI, June 29, 
(OPECNA): The recently -com- 
pleted Khuff gas injection plant 
has been handed over to the Abu 
Dhabi Marine Operating Com- 
pany (ADMA-OFCO) which is 
to operate it for the Abu Dhabi 
National Oil Company

The unit was built to enhance 
gas flows to the Liquefied 
Natural Gas (LNG) plant on 
Das Island.

Total Nigeria Ltd has declared 
an after-tax profit of $8 million 
for the year ended Dec 3 1 1987.

the world's 800 million Muslims. 


“It must be remembered that 
the Western system has had hun- 
dreds of years to develop ... our 
goal and philosophy are long 
term," Faisal said. 

But Faisal and other top 
Islamic bankers meeting in Lon- 
don in June found the system was 
still loosely defined and that it 
faces a number of practical 
problems. 

One is that Islamic banks have 
so far failed to move from short- 
term financing of trade to lon- 
ger-term lending tor developing 
nations. 

Another key problem is inflex- 
ibility — there are few Islamic 
bonds or bank deposits throu^i 
which lenders can store their 


funds. 

Largely unregulated deposit- 
takers challenge the Islamic sys- 
tem in Egypt and have done in 
Pakistan. 

And there is still much con- 
troversy over defining Islamic 
financial transactions and over 
how the Islamic system should 
relate to the rest of the world. 

Biggest 

“You can talk to 10 scholars 
and get 10 interpretations," said 
Mohammed El Henna wi, chief 
economist at the Saudi-based 
Islamic Development Bank 
(IDB), owned by 44 Islamic 
countries and the biggest trans- 
national Islamic bank. 

Hennawi said a board of 140 
Islamic jurists this year agreed a 
three-page Islamic banking code 
after years of debate. But even 
the smallest query will have to be 
settled in plenary session. 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 29, 
(Reuter): Foreign investors who 
abandoned Malaysia’s share 
market in droves after the crash 
of '87 are being lured back by 
soaring world commodity prices. 

“Every time there is a rubber 
boom, there is a market boom,” 
P.H.S. Lim, president of the 
Malaysian Investors' Associa- 
tion said in an interview. 

He recalled the last real boom 
in Malaysia, the world's largest 
producer of natural rubber, 
paimoil and tin, came in 1979-80 
when rubber prices were also 
high. 

Demand 

Rubber prices, benefilting 
from strong demand from tyre 
makers and AIDS-related 
demand for surgical gloves and 
condoms, are at their highest 
level for eight years. 

Paimoil prices, reacting to sur- 
ging soyabean prices, due tp 
drought in the US Midwest, are 


firm, while tin prices, supported 
by supply controls by major 
exporters, are rising. 

Lee Sian Chin, managing 
director of Arab-Malaysian 
Securities, said substantial 
foreign buying of Malaysian 
stocks, particularly by British 
investors, began in April after the 
Central Bank released on 
optimistic annual report. 

Brokers estimate that al least 
1.5 billion ringgit ($600 million) 
has poured into the-Kuaia Lum- 
pur Stock Exchange (KLSE) 
since then. 

Mohamad Hatta Yahaya, sen- 
ior investment manager of 
Amanah Merchant Bank, said 
the Malaysian Stock Market was 
attracting attention of investors 
in America. Japan, Taiwan, and 
Singapore. 

“Singapore brokers are 
promoting Malaysian stocks 
overseas instead of their shares.'* 
said Yahaya. 


Bangladesh to host World oil prices weaken 


seminar on credit 


ROME, June 29, (OPECNA): 
Bangladesh will host an inter- 
national six-day seminar in Sep- 
tember on credit for rural women 
and ways to improve and expand 
its delivery. 

The gathering, which is to be 
held in co-operation with the 
International Fund for Agricul- 
tural Development (IFAD), will 
be attended by participants from 
both developed and developing 
countries. 

The seminar will also deal with 
alternative credit models, ways 
to improve the financial viability 
of small loan and saving 
programmes for rural women 
and training of workers in han- 
dling credit schemes. 

The meeting will dwell on rural 
development and assistance 
extended to rural women who 
face many difficulties in con- 
tributing to the well-being of 
their families due to scarcity of 
seeds, fertilizers, equipment and 
materials. 

According to IFAD, the sym- 
posium will explore ways of 
strengthening ties between inter- 
national credit sources and non- 
governmental organisations 
active in rural development. 

The participants will consist of 


policy-makers, project planners, 
administrators of rural credit 
programmes, representatives of 
women's organisations, bankers 
and leaders of non-governmen- 
tal organisation from developing 
countries. 

The seminar, which will take 
place from Sept 5-10 in Dhaka, 
the Bangladesh capital, will also 
be attended by representatives of 
international development ins- 
titutions and donor agencies. 

Saudi company 
nets profit 

DAMMAM, June 29, 
(OPECNA): The Saudi Fisheries 
Company netted a profit of $8.81 
million in 1987 out of total sales 
revenues of 42. 19 million, accor- 
ding to figures released here. 

Tbe company's latest bulletin 
said that a total of 8,206 tons of 
fish was caught last year, 91 per 
cent of which was consumed 
locally while the remainder was 
exported to markets in Japan, the 
United States and Europe.

Spanish firm moves to solve merger hitch 


MADRID. June 29, (Reuter): 
Spain's Banco Central, set to 
form the country's largest com- 
mercial bank in a merger with 
Banco Espanoj de Credito (Ban- 
esto), has apparently resolved a 
dispute with its largest sharehol- 
der over the link-up. 

Cartera Central, an invest- 
ment company owned by two 
Spanish businessmen and the 
Kuwait Investment Office (KIO) 
and with a 1 3. 1 per cent declared 
stake in Banco Central, had been 
protesting over the form the mer- 
ger was taking. 

The trouble was apparently 
smoothed yesterday when Banco 
Central expanded its board to 
include the two Spanish busi- 
nessmen who own Cartera, 
Alberto Alcoccr and Alberto 
Cortina. 

Approve 

The bank said in a statement 
that Cartera representatives had 
now “indicated ... they approve 
all the outlines for the merger." 

The disagreement over Spain's 
second bank merger this year — 
a link-up between Banco de Bil- 
bao and Banco de Vizcaya is 
under way — had wide implica- 
tions. 


Cortina told reporters: “We 
have come to this agreement 
because it is an extremely impor- 
tant matter for the financial sys- 
tem and for the national' econ- 
omy.” 

Cartera bad said it did not 
object in principle to the merger, 
which was announced last month 
by Banco Central and Banesto 
chairmen Alfonso Escaraez and 
Mario Conde and will create a 
bank with combined assets of $50 
billion. 

Threatened 

But Cartera, which also owns 
shares in Banesto andisseekinga 
10 per cent stake in the merged 
entity, felt it was being sidelined 
and said there were legal and 
economic flaws in the merger for- 
mula approved by the two banks 
10 days ago. 

It look its complaints to the 
Bank of Spain and last week 
threatened it could take legal 
action in the last resort. 

A Cartera official described 
the dispute as a fight for 
representation in the new h ank 
which would reflect its position 
as Central’s main shareholder. 

Alcoccr and Cortina, who 
have a 51 .2 percent slake in Car- 


tera through their building firm 
Construcciones Y Contratas SA, 
would also join a merger com- 
mittee set up by Banco Central 
and Banesto, a Banco Central 
spokesman said. 

He said the agreement would 
remove Cartera 's objections to 
the merger plan. 

Cortina said: “The agreement 
... is the start of a new period of 
collaboration between Banco 
Central and its largest sharehol- 
der." 

But he was more cautious than 
Banco Central officials on 
whether Cartera would 
immediately drop all its objec- 
tions to the merger formula. 
“Now we are on the board, we 
will study the question,” Cortina 
said. 

Seeking 

He said Cartera would still be 
seeking a 10 per cent stake in the 
new entity, but would not want .

What the hoard could buy 

IN antiquity, one silver talent equalled 6,000 drachms, which 
could buy you as many as 1 50 slaves, or 1,300 oxen, or 2,000 
pairs of sandals, or ten metric tons of wheat — the equivalent of 
one year's food expenses for perhaps twelve families of five 
people each. 

The T urks who found the silver coins in 1 984 sold two of the 
least valuable, Lydan staters, to a goldsmith in Antalya for 
S175 each. -Had they attempted to sell them lo the city's 
museum, a special committee would have convened to offer the 
highest amount legally permitted for each coin: $50. The value 
of a Lydan staler on the world market is $1,000. 

The goldsmith's price of $175 was the equivalent in 1984 of 
the museum director's monthly salary or that of the police chief 
who uncovered the incident of the board. A Turkish customs 
official of the time made $1 25 a month. 

The decadrachm that Ibrahim's mother and sister got as a 
gift from the excavators was eventually sold for $600,000 i n the 
United States.

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Are proverbs nuggets of truth or fool’s gold? 


PROVERBS are heirlooms, treasured and passed on from 
generation to generation. These pithy, unforgettable phrases 
seem to sum up 1 timeless wisdom about human nature. But are 
Lhe truisms really true? 

Spare the rod and spoil die child: 

Few proverbs have been so thoroughly disproved — or have 
caused so much harm — as this one. Nearly 40 years of research 
have shown conclusively that the “rod” produces children who 
are more aggressive than their peers. “Physical punishment 
teaches that the way to solve problems is to beat up others," 
says Leonard Eron, a research psychologist at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago. He and others explain that having children 
focus on what they did wrong and why it was wrong encourages 
them to internalize control of their own actions. But physical 
punishment, while suppressing misbehaviour in the short run, 
ultimately promotes nothing more than a determination to 
avoid getting caught. 


In 1960 Eron and his colleagues studied 870 8-year-olds in 
rural New York and found a dear-cut relationship between the 
severity of the physical punishment they received — ranging 
from noneat all to slaps and spankings — and how aggressive 
other children judged them to be. Twenty-two years later, the 
researchers tracked down some of these same people and found 
that the aggressive kids were now aggressive adults. And those 
adults now had aggressive children of their own.

If the contemporary “sword" is a handgun, then this maxim 
■ seems to be true. A study of more than 700 gunshot deaths in the 
Seattle area from 1978 to 1983 showed that most of them had 
occurred in homes where a gun was kept.

In only 
two cases was a stranger killed; the rest were accidental deaths, 
suicides or homicides m which the victim was either a friend of 
the' gun owner or a member of the family.

WOMAN’S FALLOPIAN TUBES 
ARE BLOCKED 
IN STERILISATION 


QUESTION: When they sterilise a woman, 
do they “cut'’ the lubes? What does that 
mean? 

ANSWER: If a woman decides she does 
not want any more children, she can choose 
to be sterilised, which involves blocking the 
fallopian tubes, the two hollow arms on 
either side of the uterus. Each month an egg 
moves down one of these tubes from the 
ovary to the uterus, and it is within the tube 
that a sperm fertilises the egg. If the tube is 
blocked or cut, the egg and sperm are kept 
apart and fertilisation does not take place. 
Female sterilisation has no effect on hor- 
mone levels. A sterilised woman's period 
still occur regularly until menopause. 

There are several ways to block the tubes; 
cutting them is only one method. The tubes 
can be shut with a small plastic clip or rubber 
hand or a loop of each tube can be tied off 
and then cut. Another procedure uses a 
small electrical device to burn small portion 
of both tubes, which then heal shut Steril- 
isation can be done at any time either in a 
hospital or in a clinic and may be performed 
right after childbirth. 


Female sterilisation is a permanent and 
almost perfect form of birth control. It is 
called permanent because it cannot be easily 
reversed. If a woman changes her mind 
about the procedure, there are operations 
that can be done to reconnect or open the 
blocked tubes, but there is noguarantee they 
will work. After sterilisation, there is the 
possibility that the tubes can reheal over and 
a pregnancy can occur, but there is far less 
chance of this happening than of any other 
form of birth control to fail. 

QUESTION: Have you ever heard of an 
eye disease that makes your eye into a cone? 

ANSWER: What you are referring to is a 
corneal disease called keratoconus. The cor- 
nea, thedearprotectiveouterlayer covering 
the iris and pupil, bulges forward and 
develops into a cone shape. Because the 
cornea, a major focusing mechanism, now 
becomes thin and irregularly shaped (astig- 
matism), patients with keratoconus have 
very blurred vision, a high degree of near- 
sightedness and a redaction in far vision. 

The cause is unknown hut hereditary fac- 
tors are involved. Keratoconus progresses 


slowly over a number of years, usually start- 
ing in the second decade of life, but may 
become stationary at any time. Hard con- 
tact lenses may provide a useful degree of 
vision in the earlier stages. In the advanced 

stage, when the cornea appears cone-shaped 
and the lower lid of the eye appears inden- 
ted, vision may become so poor that is 
interferes with normal activities and surgery . 
may be recommended. 

Corneal transplantation for keratoconus 
(lamellar keratoplasty) usually involves sur- 
gical removal of the top layers of the per- 
son's cornea and replacement with a clear, 
healthy, donated cornea. New micr ©sur- 
gical techniques and eye banking 
procedures have made corneal transplanta- 
tion safe and effective. The success rate for 
this type of surgery is more than 90 percent. 
A new investigative type of surgery, epik- 
eratophakia, involves suturing a donated 
graft across the patient's thinned cornea, 
providing flattening of the irregular 
protrusion, so that the patient can resume 
daily wear of hard contacts comfortably.

it openly. Significantly, NFA 
did not concede the matter of 
ownership. McNall simply 
gave over the ten coins that the 
Turks knew about. 

The other coins in his hands 
from the hoard he quietly retur- 
ned to Tkalec in exchange for 
all of the money NFA had paid 
him. 

The manoeuvre appalled 
OKS. What could oe the 
explanation for NFA's conces- 
sion without putting up the 
least legal resistance? Maybe 
McNall merely wanted to 
avoid a battle in court. 

Then again, speculates a 
source within the Koch camp, 
McNall could also have been 
out to teach the amateurs a 
painful lesson. That would help 
to ex plain- why NFA had adver- 
tised the coins brazenly in its 
catalogue as being from “South 
Anatolia, Decadrachm Hoard, 
1984”; most coins are listed 
■without such specific attribu- 
tion in coin-sale catalogues. 

Whatever the rationale, the 
NFA gesture now had the 
obvious effect of pitting the 
Turks against Koch, with 
round one going to the Turks. 

The precedent made it dif- 
ficult to sell coins from the 
board openly, if at all. 
Emphasizing the problems, 
Tk alec’s lawyers contacted 


Koch's, asking either for the 
Swiss dealer's money back in 
return for the coins or for 
Koch’s documents of owner- 
ship. 

If Koch’s litleof ownership is 
in order. Tkalec says, he will 
ask Turkey Lo prove its case. If 
it can, Tkalec knows his reac- 
tion: “The Turks must keep the 
coins." In that event. Tkalec 
will demand his money back 
from Koch, and Koch, in turn, 
may try to collect his $3.5 
million from the smugglers. 
After all, they had not told him 
of provenance problems. 

The McNall camp may not 
be without its vulnerabilities. 
McNall and NFA are the man- 
aging partners for Athena 
Fund I and for its successor. 
Athena Fund II, now being for- 
med. A fund with general and 
limited partners. Athena trades 
in coins, under the auspices of 
Merrill Lynch, buying low and 
selling dear. The profits go 
back to the partners who paid 
$7 million lo get ALhena I off 
the ground and will put up lo 
$40 million into Athena II. 

NFA's problem arises from a 
clause in the charter of Athena 
1 that was written to prevent 
NFA, acting as both consultant 
and vendor to the fund, from 
simply advising the acquisition 
of their own coins, perhaps for 
a good deal more than they 
cost. Specifically, the clause 
allows N F A to sell its own coins 
to Athena 1 only at cost plus 
direct expenses. 


Here, we must trace the fate 
of the one decad rachm that was 
not part of Koch's hoard. Back 
in Elmali, Ibrahim's sister and 
mother sold the coins they had 
been given by Hasan Saribag, 
the ex-mayor of Elmali, and his 
friend Abdulgani Huzmeli. 

This minitreasure was inter- 
cepted by Silvia Hurler, who 
skimmed off all but the deca. 
(That is how she acquired the 
sole coin in the hoard from the 
state of Delos, which is also 
very rare, though less valuable 
than the deca). Jonathan 
Rosen, a well-known coin 
collector in New York and a 
partner in Atlantis Antiquities 
Ltd., bought the deca for 
$225,000, according to him. 
and sold it to NFA for 
$275,000. Numismatics 
insiders say that McNall then 
sold it for a substantial profit 
into the Athena Fund I. which 
proudly reproduced it in its 
prospectus. (Most recently, it 
was sold out of the fund for 
$600,000, via a dealer.) 

Both Rosen, who is also a 
partner in Athenai, and 
McNall deny the sale to the

fund at a profit, pointing out 
Lhal such a transaction would 
be against fund rules. They 
admit that the fund bought a 
deca for $374,000 but deny that 
it is Rosen’s. 

Their contention seems to be 
at odds with the available 
evidence. The numismatics 
publication Coin World, in its 
issue of November 25, 1987. 
carries a story on the $600,000 
deca sold from the Athena fund 
and prints its picture. 

If that is the right coin, it has 
been identified by a number of 
experts, including the president 
of NFA. as part of the hoard. 
Yet iL is definitely not one of 
Koch's thirteen. Unless there 
were a hitherto unknown fif- 
teenth decadrachm in the 
hoard, the pictured coin 
appears to be Rosen's. If so, its 
sale to the fund at a profit 
implies a violation of Athena 
I 's charter. 

At present time, the status of 
the “greatest hoard of history" 


was still undetermined, but it 
will not remain so for long. 
Upon its publication, Turkish 
sources say, the article you are 
reading will have been handed 
to the President of Turkey, 
Kenan Evren. as he arrives on a 
state visit to the United States. 

His response will determine 
whether Turkey, which is 
already suing the Metropolitan 
Museum to gel back the so- 
called Lydian Hoard, launches 
separate legal action in this 
affair. 

The numismatics powers 
might well hope that the Turk- 
ish stale gets the hoard back: 
the coins have already caused 
them nothing but trouble. Even 
the embattled Koch camp 
might welcome a chance to 
strike a deal with the Turks, 
thus bowing gracefully out of 
what now seems a mess. For 
everyone concerned except the 
smugglers, one hoard like this 
seems plenty enough for Lhe

ENGLAND FACE DIFFICULT TASK AT OLD TRAFFORD 

Buoyant West Indies set for 3rd Test 


LONDON. June 29, (Reuter): 
For a team in transition, Viv 
Richards's West Indians have 
belied iheimugein theTest series 
against England with powerful r 
and aulhorilalivecricket that has 
recalled their heady, all-conquer- 
ing reign. 

West Indies, by their own 
admission not the irresistible 
force who achieved. 5-0 clean 
sweeps over England in 1984 and 
1986. face the third Test starting 
at Old Trafiord. Manchester, 
tomorrow buoyed by an 
emphatic 134-ron win in the 
second Test al Lord's. 

Puzzling 

Richards's side took a 1-0 lead 
in the five-maleh series and left . 
England, who have not beaten 
West Indies in theirlast 26Tests, 
still puzzling out how to over- 
come the potent Caribbean con- 
coction of instinctively attacking 
bulling and relentless fast bowl- 
ing. 

Malcolm Marshall, with 17 
wickets in the first two Tests des- 
pite nursing a rib injury, is not 
only the spearhead of the pace 
attack but an inspiration to the 
side as they rebuild after the 
retirements from Test cricket in 
the last 15 months of Michael 
Holding. Joel Gamer and Larry 
Gomes. 

Richards has rested his 
premier paceman since the 
Lord's Test. Marshall continu- 
ing to have treatment for his 
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Marshall: Inspiration to the side 

injury to ensure his fitness to 
bowl on an Old Trafiord pitch 
that has apparently quickened in 
pace this year. 

Marshall's support, while for- 
midable, does not quite have the 
destructive quality that over- 
whelmed all comers during the 


Holding-Garner era. 

Courtney Walsh is steady yet 
not consistently penetrative. 
Curtly Ambrose has immense 
potential but is going through the 
learning process, while Patrick 
Patterson is the quickest but 
tends to be Lhe most expensive. 


Patterson is likely to keep his 
place at Old Trafiord, the home 
ground of bis adopted country 
Lancashire, but he will be aware 
that fellow pacemen Winston 
Benjamin and the uncapped Ian 
Bishop are pressing for his place 
by taking wickets regularly and 
cheaply in matches between the 
Tests. 

While West Indies .are expec- 
ted to keep faith with their 
traditional formula of four pace 
bowles. England have allowed 
for the possibility of a turning 
pitch by strengthening their slow 
bowling. 

Nick Cook was named in the 
original squad of 1 3 but when he 
sprained an ankle, fellow slow 
left-arm spinner John Childs was 
added to the party. 

The uncapped Childs, 36, has 
spent the bulk of his career with 
Gloucestershire but since mov- 
ing to Essex in 1985 he has 
enjoyed a fresh lease of life, help- 
ing them win the championship 
in 1986 with 85 wickets. 

Cook won the last of his nine 
Test caps during Lhe i984 home 
series against West Indies, in 
which he played three Tests and 
took five wickets at a cost of 
59.40 apiece. 

The Northamptonshire slow 
bowler was among a trio earning 
a recall in England's 1 3, together 
with all-rounder David Capel 
and deposed captain Mike Gat- 
ting. Gladstone Small, who has a 


Sky marshals to protect Games athletes 


SEOUL, June 29. (Reuter): 
Armed guards will travel aboard 
US aircraft taking athletes, 
officials and tourists to the Seoul 
Olympic Games this September, 
security sources said here today. 

The sources were speaking at 
the end of a two-day conference 
on aviation security involving 
US officials and representatives 
from seven Asian nations with 
major international airports that 
will handle Olympic traffic. 

They said the conference was 
told that armed US marshals 
would be on board ail flights to 
Seoul before, during and 
immediately after the Olympics, 
which gel. underway on Septem- 
ber 1 7. 

After the aviation conference 
ended. US Assistant Secretary of 
Stale Jerry Bremer emphasised 


to reporters that his government 
was confident that the South 
Korean, authorities could 
produce “a safe environment" 
for the Games. 

"We have no hard intelligence 
that terrorist groups with a 
global capability have any plans 
for terrorist activity during the 
Olympics," he said. 

Disrupt 

But he warned that it was 
necessary to draw attention to 
the fact that terrorists seeking to 
disrupt the Games were likely to 
choose a vulnerable spot to 
launch a hijack or bombing 
attempt 

“Terrorism is a global 
problem and due to advances in 
aviation, terrorist groups can 
move around the world more 


quickly than ever before,” said 
Bremer, who is head of counter- 
terrorism at the State Depart- 
ment 

South Korean assistant 
Foreign Minister Hong Soon- 
Young, who co-chaired the con- 
ference, told reporters: “The 
terrorist threat is ever-present 
and precautionary counter- 
terrorist measures have been set 

up.” 

Asked whether it was logical 
that attempts would be made to 
disrupt the Games well in 
advance of the Olympic opening 
ceremony he said: 

“The terrorist threat is here 
already and we are doing our best 
to deter terrorists from infiltrat- 
ing South Korea. 

“This conference was very 
meaningful in that it was the first

LULEA. Sweden, June 29, 
(Reuter): Outsider New Sweden 
notched two dramatic victories 
yesterday to maintain its 
undefeated match race record 
after the second of four semi final 
days at the World 12-raelre 
Yachting Championship. 

Skipper Olle Johansson 
proved master of the almost win- 
dless conditions to score a fine 
tactical victory by nearly 10 min- 
utes over hot favourite Kook- 
aburra HI of Australia in mill- 
pond-like waters just south of the 
Arctic Circle. 

The 3 1 -year-old local hero 
then went on to win a tight tack- 
ing due! with Australia's Steak 
'n' Kidney by a margin of 4:25. 

A protest from Kookaburra 
skipper Peter Gilmour about 
mid-corn petition course changes 
to compensate for was turned 
down. 


Kookaburra is now overall 
second place, only one victory 
behind Johansson, so a success- 
ful protest would have void one 
Swedish victory and levelled the 
series. 

The breathless conditions, 
with only two-to-three knot 
winds, resulted in many races 
being a battle against the official 
three-hour cut-off time, and two 
duels failed to be completed in 
the maximum allotted time. 

Organisers are now consider- 
ing bringing the rest of the cham- 
pionship's match races into the 
Lulea harbour basin in order to 
capitalise on shore breezes. 

New Sweden started shakily 
against Kookaburra, and Gil- 
mour's superior tactics allowed 
the Australian yacht to take a 
two -and -a- half minute lead after 
the first beat and spinnaker run. 

But a lucky 20-aegree change 


in the Baltic breezes provided 
Johansson with a chance to take 
a huge 17-minute lead by the 
fourth mark. The eventual win- 
ning margin was 9:56. 

Japanese yacht Nippon retired 
after only 10 minutes from its 
second race of the day, against 
Crusader '88 of Britain, when a 
crew member injured his finger. 

The British yacht then had 
only the clock to race to gain its 
second match race victory. 

Earlier in the day. Crusader 
had a lucky escape when the 
three-hour gun stopped its race 
against Japan's Bengal IU with 
the former Australia HI just four 
yacht lengths from the line. 

America's Cup holder and 
master tactician Dennis Conner 
in his borrowed yacht Nordstjer- 
nan beat Bengal III but the race 
with Denmark’s Holger Danske 
II was limed out.

Stephenson takes 
Notts to victory 


LONDON. June 29, (Reuter): 
Barbados-born ali-rounder 
Franklyn Stephenson breathed 
fresh life into Nottinghamshire's 
ailing defence of the English 
County Cricket Championship 
by taking a career-best seven for 
56 yesterday. 

Fast bowler Stephenson fired 
out Northamptonshire for 122 
on the third and last day at Trent 
Bridge, giving Nous victory by 
191 runs. It was only their third 
success in 1 1 championship mat- 
ches. 

Departure 

Stephenson, in his firsL season 
with the county following the 
departure of Richard Hadleeand 
Clive Rice at the end of 1987, is 
now joint leading wicket-taker in 
the championship this year with 
team-male Kevin Cooper. The 
pace pair each have 61 wickets. 

Cooper contributed to North- 
ants’ downfall by taking three for 

62. while Stephenson beat his 
previous best performance of six 
for 19 for Tasmania against Vic- 
toria during the 1981-82 Aus- 
tralian season. 

Fast-medium bowler Jon- 
athan Agnew sustained his fine 
form for Leicestershire with his 
season's best of six for 39 against 
Gloucestershire that took his 
tally of wickets to 53. 

Agnew and England paceman 
PhilUp Defreitas, with four for 

63, exploited a damp and likely 
pitch al Gloucester as the home 
side, needing 225 to win, were 
dismissed Tor 144. 

Finding considerable bounce 
and movement. Agnew took five 
wickets in an innings for the fifth 
time this season, and Gloucester- 
shire looked in the hunt only 
while England discard Bill Athey 
(41 >andTony W right 134) putonr 
69 for the third wicket. 

Lancashire left-arm spinner 
Ian Folley also produced his best 
figures of the season — six for 20 
— to send Glamorgan crashing 


to 47 all out and defeat by 72 runs 
at Swansea. 

Folley and veteran ofT-spinner 
Jack Simmons, who snapped up 
four for nine, fully exploited a 
turning pitch as Glamorgan 
collapsed to their lowest first- 
lotal since 1979 when they were 
dismissed for 46 by Kent al Car- 
dilT.

Undisputed world champion’s soap opera continues to bubble 


Time needed to test Tyson’s claim to greatness 


ATLANTIC CITY. N.J.. 
t Reuter): The richest and proba- 
bly the most hyped fight in his- 
tory is over and now yet another 
superlative is being raised about 
heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson — is he the greatest? Can 
he become the greatest? 

Tyson is like a brilliant For- 
mula One race car mechanic 
stuck in a car body shop banging 
out dents on a family saloon. 

He has all the tools to work on 
the best the world has to offer, 
but will he ever get a chance to try 
out his stuff on the very best? 

"You have to fight a great 
fighter to be great," Richie Gia- 
chelLi. the ex-trainer for former 
heavs weight champion Larry 
Holmes said on T uesdyy in a post 
mortem or Tyson's astonishing 
first-round knockout of Michael 
Spinks yesterday. 

It hard to imagine any of the 

current contenders giving Tyson 
a fight the likes of some of the 
great battles of boxing Joe 
Louis \ Billy Conn. Rocky Mar- 
ciano • Jersey Joe Walcott, and 
the Muhammad Ali-Joe Frazier 
wars. 

As devastating as he has been 
in rolling to a 35-0 record. Tyson, 
who is expected to cam about 
$30 million for last night's one 
minute, 3! -second fight, really 
has not come close to any of 
those classic fights. 

He indeed may attain great- 
ness, as the youngest heav- 
yweight champion ever he cer- 
tain!) has a head start, but he 
cannot do iL by himself — he 
needs a great opponent. 

It has not been the fa ulf of the 


21 -year-old champion. There do 
not seem to be any good heav- 
yweights around, let alone great 
ones. 

TysoD is next scheduled to 
fight Briton Frank Bruno, called 
by one American newspaper an 
"English muffin.” 

Bruno, with a 32-2 record is 
not exactly the stuff of legends. 

True, he stopped 31 of his 
opponents within the distance, 
but he was stopped by American 
James “Bonecrusher' Smith, 
who fearfully ran from and hug- 
ged Tyson before losing a points 
decision last year. American Ton 
Witherspoon also stopped him.. 

"Bruno, forget it. That’s 
Mickey Mouse," Giachetti said. 
“He got knocked out by ‘Bon- 
ecrusher’ Smith and Tim Wither- 
spoon. How the hell is he going to 
give Mike Tyson a fight? 

“They say he's strong and 
looks good.

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Cayton (centre), Lorraine Jacobs (left), widow of Jimmy Jacobs, and Thomas Puccio talk to the 
reporters after Tyson tiled the suiL (Reuter wirephoto)

“Around and around she goes 
and where she stops nobody 


knows.” they used to say about 
. the spinning wheel of fortune. 

Tyson has the fortune but his 
world continues to spin 
unpredictably. 

Just moments before Tyson 
demolished Spinks, the cham- 
pion bad a process-server slap 
■ manager Bill Cayton at ringside 
with legal papers. 

Tyson, already embroiled in a 
public feud with Cayton, whom 
he has said was taking too much 
of a cut from his earnings and 
trying to break up his four- 
month-old marriage to actress 
Robin Givens, said Cayton cons- 


pired to dupe him into signing a 
contract last February. 

Tyson accused his late co- 
manager Jimmy Jacobs of 
fraudulently inducing him to 
sign a contract extension by not 
telling him of his impending 
death, Cayton's lawyer, Thomas 
Puccio, said in a telephone con- 
ference call frdm New York City. 

Tyson charged that Cayton 
and Jacobs rushed him into sign- 
ing a new contract to protect the 
Jacobs estate and extend 
Cayton’s hold on the champion. 

The previous contract was to 
expire on October 14. 1990. 


Puccio said the new contract 
will run until February 12. 1992. 

"I'm very disappointed in 
Mike: I'm jusL outraged at this 
lawsuit.” said Cayton. 

The Tyson suit was brought 
against Sports of the Century, 
Inc, the company formed by 
Cayton and Jacobs expressly for 
the Spinks fighL. 

Jacobs, who was closer to 
Tyson than was Cayton, died of 
leukaemia last March. 

In the suit filed in New York 
Supreme Court. Tyson main- 
tains he would not have signed 
the contract, which calls for 
Cayton to get one-third of the 
champion's earnings, if he had 
known of Jacobs' terminal ill- 
ness. 

Share 

Tyson wants to prevent any of 
the Spinks fight money — except 
“legitimate expenses and fees” — 
from going to Cayton, who 
would usually would pay Tyson 
his share. 

Tyson is also demanding a 
complete accounting of all 
money received and disbursed in 
the fight, billed, al some S80 
million, as the richest in history. 

That figure includes the SI I 
million casino owner Donald 
Trump paid to bring the fight 
here and the S 1 3.5 million Spinks 
is to receive. 

Puccio said the contract is 
iron-tight, “it is totally enforcea- 
ble for another four years,” Puc- 
riosaid, 

‘Tyson may have been in top 
form in the ring, but the allega- 
tions in his lawsuit are not wor- 
thy of a champion," he said.

6-3. They had resumed ut 6-6 in 
the third set last night after rain 
and darkness had hailed their 
mutch on Monday on court two 
where so many champions have 
perished in the past. 

Meet 

K uhnen. however, had only 24 
hours to savour the taste of his 
victory as third-seeded Stefan 
Edberg put in hi* place with a 6-3 
4-6 6- 1 7-6 victory in the quarter- 
finals. Ed berg, of Sweden, will 
now meet Mecir in the semifinals. 

Kuhnen did not give up the 
match without a fight. .After win- 
ning the second set. Kuhnen lost 
the third easily but took the 
fourth into a lie- breaker before 
Edberg summoned all his 
experience to take the match.

He had two break points 
against Wilander in fourth game 
of third set and had served four 
successive love games when he 
went to 3-2. 

Wilander's chase of the Grand 


Sbm. last accomplished in men's 
tennis by Rod Laver in 1969. 
evaporated before the service 
returns and passing shots of 
Mecir. 

The Czechoslovak, known as 
the “Big Cat.” was purring. He 
played nearly flawless tennis on 
his serve as well, and Wilander 
failed again to advance past the 
quarterfinals at Wimbledon. 

Kuhnen's performance on 
court two yesterday was as 
impressive as it was unexpected 
because Connors, 35. the old 


king of the jungle, had emerged 
victorious from eight of his 10 
previous five-set struggles at 
Wimbledon, losing only to Bjorn 
Borg in the 1977 final and the 
1981 semifinals. 

The West German, a smooth 
serve-volleyer. is one of the most 
interesting’characters on the cir- 
cuit, Like Becker, his occasional 
practice partner, he is managed 
by Ion Tiriac. but apart from a 
racket contract with Fischer, he 
has no major sponsorship deals 
and blanks out the makers' logos 
on his shin, shoes and socks. 

He is financed by his father, 
who runs a bakery in Puttlingen. 
attends ballet classes to improve 
his mobility on court and con- 
sults a New York sports psy- 
chologist. 

Kuhnen's speed around court 
was never in question as Con- 
nors, taken to five long sets by 
Hollywood's Derrick Rostagno 
in the third round on Saturday, 
found Lhe dank conditions and 
rough grass far from his liking. 

Connors, who had been 
seeded to meet Edberg in the 
quarterfinals, said: “It was a pain 
in the ass court and a pain in the 
ass to play out there. The courts 
were chewed up after three 
days." ' 

Asked what he knew about his 
conqueror. Connors went on: “I 
don't know anything about any 
of them ... they're all 15 years 
younger than me. they talk a dif- 
ferent language, they listen to 
different music. They're a dif- 
ferent generation." 

Meanwhile Navratilova’s 
46th successive singles win here 
— since she lost to Hana Man- 
diikovainthe 1981 semifinals she 
has been women's champion six 
years in a row — could hardly 


have been more perilously 
achieved in a superb quarterfinal 
that lasted two-and-a-halfhours. 

She eventually won 4-6 6-4 7-5 
to go through to a semifinal 
meeting tomorrow with fellow- 
American Chris Evert, her long- 
time rival whom she has beaten 
40 times in 77 meetings. 

Top-seeded Steffi Graf of 
West Germany and American 
Pam Shriver. who both won yes- 
terday, will meet in the other 
semifinal. 

Navratilova, in her 32nd year, 
and Fairbank. 27, played on 
court 14 which in part reflected 
the organisers' belief that this 
would probably be another 
routine victory for the reigning 
champion and number two seed. 

After all. Fairbank bad never 
won a set off Navratilova in six 
previous meetings and was com- 
peting in her first quarterfinal in 
a Grand Slam tournament. 

In the event, though, the South 
African came desperately close 
to a highly improbable victory. 
In the second set she missed a 
simple forehand volley in the 
seventh game that would have 
given her a 5-2 lead and she did 
exactly the same in the third set 
with the slight variation that this 
time it was a backhand volley 
that went astray.

Americans Calvin Smith. 
Thomas Jefferson, Danny 
Harris and Dennis Mitchell cap- 
tured their events. However, the 
only American woman to win 
was Delisa Floyd in the 800 
metres. 

The 25->ear-old Kingdom, 
who returned to competition this 
season after a two-year absence 
due to injury, finished in 13.20 
seconds with compatriot Eric 
Reid second at 13.96. 

It was Kingdom's ninth 
straight triumph in the event 
since' - his return, but six-tenths of 
a second short of his personal 
best of 13.14. 

Four US sprinters par- 
ticipated in the 1 00-melre dash, 
but Smith prevailed as the 
favourite in 10.11 seconds. Mit- 
chell was second in that race, 
then won the 300 metres in 32.22 
seconds ahead of fellow 
American Mike Franks (32,82). 

Dominated 

Harris, seeking to beat main 
rival Edwin Moses' world record 
of 47.i>2 seconds in the 400-metre 
hurdles, dominated his race, but 
only managed a time of 48.64. 

in the 200-metres. JefTcrson 
was an impressive winner in 
20.- 1 seconds. Sergio Queroi of 
C uba came second at 21 .24. 

Floyd won the KUO in 2:02.17, 
almost three full seconds better 
than runner-up Amaya Andres 
of Spain. 

Fellow US runner and 
women's 100-metre world 
record-holder Evelyn Ashford 
lost to Holland's Nelly Cooman.

Outlook dim on three drug 


fronts 


OTTAWA. June 29. (Reuter): 
The International Olympic 
Committee (IOO sees no easy- 
way out in the fight to identify 
three banned doping practices in 
amateur sport, a member of the 
IOC medical commission said 
yesterday. 

Tests are not yet feasible to 
detect Lhe use by an athlete of the 
human growth hormone, the 
chemical agent erythropoietin or 
the practice of blood doping, 
professor Arnold Beckett told 
Reutersat the World Conference 
on Antidoping in Sport. 

Beckett, who led a research 
team at King's College in Lon- 
don in 1966 which established 
doping tests for amateur sport, 
stated the obvious when asked to 
size up the problem. 

“Where we have difficult is 
when we face the use of materials 


which we can't detect.’' he said. 

Blood doping is banned by the 
IOC but no affordable test has 
yet been devised. 

"There is no lest now or likely 
to be in the foreseeable future for 
blood doping." Beckett said. 
“Butafterthe 1 984 Olympics, the 
evidence was that blood doping 
is one of the most effective ways 
of altering performance," 

Blood 

At the 1984 Summer Olympics 
seven US cyclists, including four 
medal lists, are known to have 
used blood doping, whereby an 
athlete receives a blood trans- 
fusion prior to competition. The 
additional red blood cells gained 
by the transfusion help increase 
an athlete's stamina. 

Blood doping could possibly 
be detected through the use of a 


battery of blood tests, the cost of 
which' would exceed the entire 
price of current doping controls. 
Beckett said. 

“There is also not a chance in 
the world of detecting use of the 
human growth hormone (HGH) 
and not a shadow of a doubt we 
won't be able to detect eryth- 
ropoietin ( Epo)." he said. 

HGH. which is secreted by the 
pituitary gland, and Epo. a 
chemical agent which stimulates 
production of red blood cells, are 
both substances found naturally 
in everyone's body. 

Taken by artificial means. 
HGH is considered beneficial 
because it helps speed the growth 
process and increase strength. 
The production of red blood cells 
by Epo helps boost the oxygen 
flow to muscles. 

Beckett said there may be one 


method, as yet undeveloped, 
which could help doping labs 
detect the use of Epo and HGH. 

Drug manufacturers would 
have to be ordered by legislation 
to include a material in such 
products as HGH and Epo which 
would serve as a marker that 
thosesubstanceshave been taken 
by an athlete, he said. 

Force 

“The idea of using a marker to 
indicate that a certain drug is 
being used is not revolutionary , J ‘* 
Beckett said. “But the idea of 
legislation to force a manufac- 
turer to do it is." 

He was not, however, overly 
optimistic. 

“If you go to a pharmaceutical 
manufacturer about a problem 
in sport they want nothing to do 
with it," Beckett said.

Bubka aims for ninth world record

HELSINKI. June 29. tRculer): 
Sergei Bubka, the man who has 
redefined the pole vault, could 
set the ninth world record of his 
astonishing career at the World 
Games Grand Prix athletics 
meeting tomorrow. 

Bubka surd on his arrival here 
yesterday that he planned an 
attempt on his own world record 
of 6.D5 metres, set in Bratislava. 
Czechoslovakia, on June 9. 

The 24-year-old Soviet athlete 
won his first major title when he 
took the gold medal at the 
inaugural World Champion* 
ships here in 1983. 

He set his first world record 
that year and his dominance in 
the most spectacular of all field 
events is reflected in the all-time 
list where he has recorded not 
only the top five vaults ever but 


also 10 of the 12 highest. 

Bubka made unsuccessful 
world record attempts in 
Borlange. Sweden, on June 19. 
and again in Lausanne on Friday 
night. 

Conditions in Lausanne could 
hardly have been worse for world 
record attempts with a cold, blus- 
tery wind but they are expected 
to be dramatically different here 
tomorrow with temperature* 
exceeding 30degrees Centigrade. 

Spectators at Helsinki's Olym- 
pic Stadium will be denied the 
sight of Moroccan Said Aouita, 
who withdrew yesterday. 

Aoui La was due to run in either 
the 1.500 metres or the 1. 000 
metres. 

“He feels he is not going to run 
a world record and the reason for 
that is an injury he sustained in 


the spring." an official said. “He 
feel s he is not in good shape yet.'* 

But the knowledgeable Finn- 
ish crowd will relish the men's 
javelin where seven of last year's 
fop 10 athletes will be taking 
pan. 

They include Finland's world 
champion Seppo Raety and the 
Rome silver medallist Viktor 
Yevsyukov of the Soviet Union 
plus Czechoslovakia's world 
record holder and world bronze 
medallist Jan Zelezny. who at a 
meeting in West Germany ves- 
ts rday set the year's best with a 
mighty throw of 86.88 metres.

1 990 World Cup finals 
to start one day early 


ZURICH, June 29, (Reuter): 
Argentina will kick off the 1990 
World Cup soccer finals in Italy a 
day earlier than previously plan- 
ned. according to a match 
schedule agreed by the Inter- 
national Football Federation 
(FIFA) today. 

The opening game of the 52- 
*natch final series will begin in 
Milan at !$00 local time (1600 
GMT) on Friday June 8 1 990. 
According to tradition Argen- 
tina, as defending champions, 
will be one team involved but 
their opponents will not be 
known until early in 1990 after 
the worldwide qualifying com- 
petition and the draw for the fin- 
als. 

Extends 

The opening game had earlier 
been schedule! for June 9, but 
bringing it forward one day — to 
make best use of the June 9-10 
weekend when six other games 
will be played — extends the 
tournament to 3 1 days, two more 
than the 1 986 finals in Mexico. 

The 1990 World Cup is 
scheduled to end with the final at 
Rome's Olympic Stadium at 
2000 local (1800GMT) on July 8. 

FTFA's World Cup organising 
committee approved Lhe playing 
schedule for Lhe first phase of the 
1990 finals, with 36 games taking 


r, 


rom June 8. 


But lhe venues for the second 
stage, semifinals and final 
remain to be confirmed. Italian 
Sports Minister Franco Carraro, 
the head of the local organising 
committee Italia '90, asked for — 
and received — five months 
grace to sort out where the later 
stages of the tournament will be 
played. 

The Italians have to decide 
which eight of the current 12 
cities will host matches after the 
first round. 

The only fixed point is the final . 
in Rome, although that could be 
jeopardised if roofing is not con- 
structed in time at the Olympic 
stadium. 

Other factors include the buil- 
ding of a brand-new stadium in 
Turin, where three first-round 
matches are scheduled, and 
political rivalry between various 
dties. 

A FIFA team will inspect the 
proposed venues in November 
and then decide the final playing 
schedule, officials said. 

“FIFA will be very disappoin- 
ted i (Turin is not ready because it 
is a great football city,’’ FIFA 
spokesman Guido Tognoni said. 

He said that the schedule 
approved today was “Lhe best 
calendar we've ever had” which 
would give all 24 competing 
te ams the same amount of rest 
days between matches.
